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Rule  on  Professional  Organizations 

In  regard  to  the  solicitation  of  membership 
in  professional  organizations,  Superintendent 
Harold  Spears  calls  attention  to  the  following 
regulation  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Education 
at  its  meeting  September  14,  1937: 

Rule  No.  74c:  Membership  in  Professional 
Organizations: 

1.  Teachers  and  all  other  employees  of  the  Board 
of  Education  shall  have  complete  freedom  in  selecting 
the  professional  organizations  which  they  may  wish  to 
join,  without  coercion  of  any  kind  from  any  adminis- 
trative officer  or  other  school  employee. 

2.  Whatever  courtesies  are  extended  to  any 
teacher  organization  in  the  schools  shall  be  fully  and 
unreservedly  extended  to  all  teacher  organizations. 

3.  The  use  of  any  coercion  or  pressure  by  any 
principal  or  other  administrative  officer  or  other 
school  employee  to  influence  any  teacher  to  join  or 
refrain  from  joining  any  organization  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  unprofessional  conduct. 

4.  The  Superintendent  of  Schools  shall  call  at- 
tention to  this  rule  at  the  beginning  of  each  school 
term  by  means  of  a  notice  in  the  Superintendent's 
Bulletin. 


Left  Without  Transfers 

In  order  that  an  immediate  check-up  of  all 
pupils  who  have  left  school  may  be  made,  prin- 
cipals are  asked  to  give  to  their  Supervisors  of 
Attendance,  not  later  than  September  28,  a 
Left  Without  Transfer  slip  for  every  child  who 
was  on  the  school  roll  on  June  21,  but  who  has 
not  registered  this  term. 

Throughout  the  term  all  pupils  who  leave 
school  for  any  reason  without  taking  a  transfer 
to  another  school  should  be  immediately  re- 
ported to  the  Supervisor  of  Attendance  as  Left 
Without  Transfer.  Before  reporting  these  pupils 
as  Left  Without  Transfer  they  should  be  check- 
ed as  carefully  as  possible  by  the  school,  and 
when  reported  the  Left  Without  Transfer 
should  have  as  much  information  as  possible  for- 
th e  Supervisor  of  Attendance. 
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School  Lists  Requests 

The  principal  of  each  school  will  send  to  the 
Bureau  of  Attendance  not  later  than  September 
28,  1955,  the  complete  enrollment  by  classes 
as  of  September  26,  1955,  on  the  class  list  forms 
supplied  by  the  Bureau.  (Please  notify  the  Bur- 
eau of  Attendance  or  your  Supervisor  of  At- 
tendance the  number  of  class  list  forms  you  will 
need.) 

Arrange  list  alphabetically,  and  type  or  write 
plainly  in  ink.  Do  not  use  nicknames.  If  a 
teacher  has  more  than  one  grade,  list  separ- 
ately. 

In  listing  the  addresses  of  Chinese  pupils  give 
the  floor  and  room  number  in  addition  to  the 
street  address;  also  both  American  and  Chinese 
names.  List  complete  addresses  for  children  liv- 
ing in  projects  —  building,  section,  and  apart- 
ment numbers.  For  children  living  in  apartment 
houses,  rooming  houses,  and  hotels,  list  apart- 
ment or  room  number. 

Include  the  names  of  all  pupils  who  actually 
have  been  in  attendance  at  some  time  since  Sep- 
tember 13,  and  star  the  names  of  those  who 
have  transferred  or  who  have  left  without  trans- 
fer before  September  26.  Add  to  the  list  and 
star  the  names  of  any  pupils  who  have  not  been 
in,  attendance  during  this  period  but  who  had 
registered  previously  and  whose  absence  be- 
cause of  sickness  you  have  verified.  In  order  to 
keep  records  correct,  any  child  who  returns  to 
school  after  September  26,  or  enters  after  that 
date,  should  be  reported  to  the  Bureau  of  At- 
tendance at  once  either  by  a  transfer,  if  he  has 
one,  or  by  an  Entered  Without  Transfer  slip. 


Birthdate  Data  Required 

In  order  that  birthdates  may  be  checked  im- 
mediately, principals  are  requested  to  send  at 
once  to  the  .Bureau  of  Attendance  Registration 
of  Minor  blanks  for  all  new  pupils  entering  San 
Francisco  schools  for  the  first  time  and  for  all 
pupils  entering  kindergarten.  If  parent  does  not 
fill  out  one  of  these,  the  teacher  should  prepare 
the  blank  from  data  on  the  permanent  card. 
Only  in  this  way  will  it  be  possible  for  the 
Bureau  to  make  its  check  of  ages. 

Registration  of  Minor  blanks  should  contain 
the  following  information,  if  available:  the  num- 
ber of  the  birth  certificate,  the  place  and  date 
of  birth  as  stated  thereon,  and  a  signed  state- 
ment that  the  teacher  has  seen  the  certificate. 
If  no  birth  certificate  is  obtainable,  a  hospital 
certificate  may  be  used  instead.  If  such  birth 
verification  is  not  readily  available,  however, 
Registration  of  Minor  blanks  are  not  to  be  de- 
layed but  are  to  be  sent  in  immediately. 

In  order  for  a  child  to  be  entered  in  the 
kindergarten  his  birthdate  must  be  not  later 
than  December  2,  1950.  All  entrants  to  the  first 
grade  must  have  been  born  on  or  before  Decem- 
ber 2,  1949. 
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Biennial   Chest  X-Ray 

Examinations   Required 

Biennial  chest  X-ray  examinations  are  hence- 
forth to  be  required  of  all  employees  of  the  San 
Francisco  Unified  School  District,  including 
dav-to-dav  substitutes,  long-term  substitutes, 
probationary  and  permanent  teachers,  all  em- 
ployees of  the  Child  Care  Centers  and  all  non- 
certificated  personnel,  including  those  employed 
in  the  school  and  central  offices  of  the  district. 

These  examinations  were  required  by  two  res- 
olutions of  the  Board  of  Education  passed  No- 
vember 16,  1954,  and  February  15,  1955,  and 
by  Assembly  Bill  320  passed  by  the  Legislature 
during  the  Spring  of  1955. 

In  accordance  with  the  foregoing,  therefore, 
all  certificated  and  non-certificated  employees 
of  the  Board  of  Education  are  requested  to  se- 
cure chest  X-ray  examinations  and  to  submit 
reports  concerning  same  to  the  Personnel  Di- 
vision of  the  San  Francisco  Schools.  Employees 
who  have  submitted  such  reports  during  the 
school  year  1954-55  or  later,  may  be  excused 
from  submitting  additional  reports  until  the 
school  year  1956-57. 

Chest  X-ray  examination  service  is  available 
at  the  San  Francisco  Department  of  Public 
Health,  101  Grove  Street,  Room  200,  at  the  fol- 
lowing times:

Verification  of  Credentials 
Expiring   November  30,   1955 

Although  many  teachers  were  reminded  that 
their  credentials  expire  November  30,  1955,  it 
is  important  that  each  teacher  assume  the  re- 
sponsibility for  verifying  the  expiration  date  of 
his  own  credential.

In  addition  the  documentation  includes  a 
biographical  outline  of  William  Shakespeare, 
John  Boydell,  and  the  individual  artists  in- 
volved in  the  project. 

The  period  of  the  plays,  Elizabethan  Eng- 
land, is  also  described  in  the  documentation,  as 
additional  background  to  the  exhibition.

The  Civil  Service  Commission  of  San  Fran- 
cisco under  date  of  June  21,  1955  addressed  the 
following  communication  to  All  Department 
Heads: 

Set  forth  below  is  the  text  of  an  amendment 
to  section  1  of  Rule  41  —  REGULAR  AND 
SPECIAL  MEETINGS  —  designed  to  change 
the  meeting  date  of  the  Commission  from  Fri- 
day to  Wednesday.  Final  adoption  of  this  amend- 
ment to  the  rule  will  be  considered  by  the  Com- 
mission at  its  meeting  June  24,  1955: 

Section  1.  REGULAR  MEETINGS:  The 
Commission  will  meet  in  regular  session  in  its 
office  in  the  City  Hall  every  WEDNESDAY. 
The  meeting  shall  convene  at  4:00  p.m.,  pro- 
vided, however,  that  in  the  interest  of  the 
proper  conduct  of  public  business,  an  earlier 
hour  may  be  set  for  a  special  meeting,  in  which 
event  the  Personnel  Director  and  Secretary 
shall  give  due  notice  thereof  similar  to  the  an- 
nouncement of  a  special  meeting.  A  regular 
meeting  shall  not  be  closed  or  adjourned  before 
5:30  p.m.;  however,  nothing  contained  herein 
shall  be  construed  as  barring  the  Commission 
from  recessing  from  time  to  time  during  the 
continuance  of  the  meeting. 

Communications  requiring  action  by  the 
Civil  Service  Commission  and  original  petitions, 
or  original  requests  for  rulings,  must  be  filed  in 
writing  in  the  office  of  the  Commission  before 
12  o'clock  noon  on  MONDAY,  and  when  so 
filed,  will  be  heard  at  the  regular  meeting  to  be 
held  on  the  WEDNESDAY  next  following,  pro- 
vided, however,  that  the  Personnel  Director  and 
Secretary  shall  prepare  a  supplemental  calendar 
of  matters  received  up  to  11  a.m.,  WEDNES- 
DAY, which  in  his  judgment  requires  immedi- 
ate attention  of  the  Commission  and  the  Com- 
mission may  hear  such  matters.  Persons  filing 
such    communications,    petitions    or    requests 


shall,  without  further  notice,  be  present  at  such 
hearings.  No  oral  requests  for  ruling  will  be  con- 
sidered at  a  meeting.  Communications  not  re- 
quiring action  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission 
under  these  rules  shall  be  processed  by  the  Per- 
sonnel Director  and  Secretary  as  provided  by 
these  rules,  and  proper  notations  thereof  shall 
be  made  on  pertinent  records. 

Requests  for  reconsideration  shall  be  filed  in 
writing  within  thirty  days  after  the  original 
decision  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission  and 
shall  specify  the  reasons  for  the  request  for  re- 
consideration. If  the  reason  for  the  request  is 
that  the  petitioner  desires  to  submit  new  in- 
formation not  previously  considered  by  the 
Commission,  the  petition  shall  set  forth  such 
new  information  in  detail.  No  oral  arguments 
shall  be  heard  in  connection  with  the  request 
for  reconsideration.  If  the  Commission  shall 
deny  the  request  for  reconsideration,  no  further 
such  request  for  reconsideration  shall  thereafter 
be  considered  by  the  Commission. 

An  employee  who  makes  a  petition  which  is 
denied  by  the  Personnel  Director  and  Secretary 
under  authority  of  these  rules  may  within  thirty 
days  thereafter  appeal  such  decision  to  the 
Civil  Service  Commission  and  such  appeal  shall 
be  deemed  a  request  for  reconsideration  as  pro- 
vided by  the  rule.  Such  request  for  reconsidera- 
tion shall  be  made  in  writing  by  the  employee 
and  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this 
rule. 

Requests  for  ruling  on  moot  questions  or  hy- 
pothetical questions  will  be  filed  without  dis- 
cussion or  decision.

SHALL  BE  EFFECTIVE  JULY  1,  1955.

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President   Issues  Proclamation 
For  American  Education  Week 

President  Eisenhower  has  issued  a  proclama- 
tion to  commemorate  American  Education 
Week  —  November  6  to  12,  1955  —  in  which 
he  says  ".  .  .  this  year  of  the  White  House 
Conference  on  Education  our  people  have  a 
right  to  take  special  pride  in  our  Nation's  edu- 
cational system,  and  an  obligation  to  demon- 
strate a  desire  and  capacity  to  meet  the  major 
problems  facing  American  Education.  .  .  ." 

The  full  text  of  the  Presidential  Proclamation 
is  as  follows: 

"WHEREAS  the  pioneers  of  our  Nation  es- 
tablished schools  and  colleges  and  regarded 
education  as  a  bulwark  of  the  American  way 
of  life;  and 

"WHEREAS  the  Nation's  schools  and  educa- 
tional institutions  have  contributed  immeasur- 
ably to  the  welfare  of  our  people  and  to  the 
progress  and  security  of  our  country;  and 

"WHEREAS  education  contributes  not  only 
to  the  development  of  a  fuller  and  more  useful 
life  for  the  individual  citizen  but  also  to  the 
safeguarding  of  the  freedoms  and  ideals  which 
we  cherish  as  Americans;  and 

"WHEREAS  in  this  year  of  the  White  House 
Conference  on  Education  our  people  have  a 
right  to  take  special  pride  in  our  Nation's  edu- 
cational system,  and  an  obligation  to  demon- 
strate a  desire  and  capacity  to  meet  the  major 
problems  facing  American  education: 

"NOW,  THEREFORE,  I,  DWIGHT  D. 
EISENHOWER,  President  of  the  United  States 
of  America,  do  hereby  designate  the  period 
from  November  6  through  November  12,  1955, 
as  American  Education  Week,  and  I  ask  the 
people  throughout  the  country  to  participate 
fully  in  the  observance  of  that  week.  I  urge  this 
observance  as  evidence  of  appreciation  to  teach- 
ers and  school  officials  for  work  well  done,  and 
as  a  pledge  of  citizen  interest  in  better  educa- 
tion. I  also  urge  this  observance  as  a  fitting 
prelude  to  the  White  House  Conference  on  Ed- 
ucation to  be  held  in  the  City  of  Washington 
from  November  28  through  December  1,  1955, 
and  as  a  tribute  to  the  challenging  role  Ameri- 
can education  is  playing  in  building  a  better 
and  stronger  nation  in  today's  world  of  nations. 

"IN  WITNESS  WHEREOF,  I  have  hereun- 
to set  my  hand  and  caused  the  Seal  of  the 
United  States  of  America  to  be  affixed. 

DWIGHT  D.  EISENHOWER." 


The  legal  adviser  submits  the  following 
report  relative  to  continued  membership  in 
the  Health  Service  System:

Provisions  Relative  Information 
Regarding  Pupils 

The  Legal  Adviser  has  received  a  number  of 
requests  in  regard  to  giving  out  information 
concerning  pupils.  The  State  Legislature  re- 
cently enacted  the  following  measure  on  this 
subject: 

Education  Code,  Section  24560: 

"No  teacher,  principal,  employee,  or  govern- 
ing board  member  of  any  public,  private,  or  par- 
ochial school  shall  give  out  any  personal  infor- 
mation concerning  any  particular  minor  pupil 
enrolled  in  the  school  in  any  class  of  the  twelfth 
grade  or  below  to  any  person  except  under 
judicial  process  unless  the  person  is  one  of  the 
following: 

"  (a)  A  parent  or  guardian  of  such  pupil. 

"(b)  A  person  designated  by  such  parent  or 
guardian  in  writing. 

"(c)  An  officer  or  employee  of  a  public,  pri- 
vate, or  parochial  school  where  the  pupil  at- 
tends, has  attended,  or  intends  to  enroll. 

"(d)  An  officer  or  employee  of  the  United 
States,  the  State  of  California,  or  a  city,  city 
and  county,  or  county  seeking  information  in 
the  course  of  his  duties. 

"(e)  An  officer  or  employee  of  a  public  or 
private  guidance  or  welfare  agency  of  which 
the  pupil  is  a  client. 

"(f)  An  employer  or  potential  employer  of 
the  pupil. 

"Restrictions  imposed  by  this  act  are  not  in- 
tended to  interfere  with  the  giving  of  informa- 
tion by  school  personnel  concerning  participa- 
tion in  athletics  and  other  school  activities,  the 
winning  of  scholastic  or  other  honors  and 
awards,  and  other  like  information." 

If  there  is  any  doubt  concerning  the  applica- 
bility of  the  above  provisions,  the  Legal  Adviser 
should  be  consulted. 


Election  —  November  8 

The  election  on  November  8  is  a  municipal 
election,  for  which  time  off  for  the  purpose  of 
voting  is  not  authorized.  The  City  Attorney, 
under  date  of  October  11,  has  advised  all  De- 
partment Heads  to  this  effect.

In  accordance  with  this  resolution,  therefore, 
the  non-certificated  staff  employed  in  the  Cen- 
tral Office,  Warehouse  and  in  other  positions 
not  directly  concerned  with  the  schools  are  not 
required  to  submit  reports  of  chest  x-ray  exam- 
inations. 

All  certificated  personnel  in  the  Central  Office 
are  required  to  submit  reports  of  chest  x-ray 
examination  either  this  year  or  next  year.

The  good  teacher  is  a  pearl  of  great  price. 
No  matter  what  his  salary,  he  is  always  under- 
paid. It  is  impossible  to  set  a  dollar  value  on 
his  work,  for  he  builds  and  shapes  tomorrow's 
world. 

Thru  all  the  centuries  much  fine  teaching  has 
been  done  in  makeshift  quarters  and  with  few 
instructional  materials.  However,  there  are  no 
good  schools  without  competent  and  artistic 
teachers.  The  effects  of  a  teacher  shortage  are 
never  short-range.  They  extend  over  a  whole 
generation. 

Today  there  are  too  few  qualified  teachers 
for  the  nation's  classrooms,  and  too  few  are 
preparing  to  teach.  In  all  our  communities,  we 
must  begin  to  invest  enough  for  teaching  serv- 
ice —  in  terms  of  money,  appreciation,  and  co- 
operation —  to  attract  and  to  retain  the  services 
of  a  good  teacher  for  every  classroom.

To  the  alert  businessman,  a  bottleneck  calls 
for  action.  He  hires  an  efficiency  expert  and 
willingly  invests  in  improvements. 

No  efficiency  expert  is  needed  to  find  the 
bottleneck  in  the  schools.  We  are  short  120,000 
classrooms  and  each  year  over  a  million  addi- 
tional children  squeeze  into  buildings  already 
strained  at  the  seams.

Science  has  no  miracle  drugs  for  learning. 
Reading,  speaking,  spelling,  writing,  and  arith- 
metic remain  the  fundamental  tools.  Progress, 
however,  is  placing  other  demands  on  the 
schools. 

Children  now  in  them  will  be  graduated  into 
a  world  even  more  complex  than  our  own.  With 
each  generation,  the  scope  of  living  broadens 
and  a  wider  variety  of  skills  becomes  funda- 
mental.

Rs  equally  well.  But,  year  after  year,  improved 
methods  and  improved  materials  are  found  for 
teaching  these  subjects.

Articles  by  Dr.  A.  J.  Cloud 

Under  the  heading  "Noted  Educator  Joins 
Record  Staff"  George  H.  Allen,  publisher  of 
City-County  Record,  introduces  in  the  November 
issue  the  first  of  a  series  of  articles  by  Dr.  Archi- 
bald J.  Cloud,  retired  president  of  City  College 
of  San  Francisco,  titled  "The  First  Public  School 
in  California." 

Dr.  Cloud,  in  the  opening 
paragraph  of  the  series, 
points  out  that  "San  Fran- 
cisco was  the  FIRST  civic 
community,  not  only  in  Cal- 
ifornia, but  on  the  Pacific 
Coast  to  inaugurate  and 
conduct  a  public  school.  .  .." 


Dr.  A.  J.  Cloud 


"Notwithstanding  the  pro- 
visions of  the  California 
Constitution  of  1849  .  .  . 
the  first  legislature  failed  to 
make  appropriations  for 
public  school  support  and  it 
devolved  upon  local  com- 
munities to  take  action  or  go 
without  schools.  San  Francisco  thereupon  took 
the  lead  in  a  movement  to  establish  free  public 
schools." 

The  writer  then  traces  the  history  of  the  first 
tuition  English  speaking  school  opened  in  San 
Francisco  in  April,  1847,  by  "a  Mr.  Marsten" 
of  New  England  "the  first  professional  school- 
master to  preside  over  classes  in  California;" 
the  first  public  school,  opened  in  San  Francisco 
on  April  3,  1848,  and  taught  by  the  Rev. 
Thomas  Douglass,  a  graduate  of  Yale;  how 
Rev.  Douglass  found  himself  without  "pupils, 
parents,  trustees  and  compensation"  when  the 
Gold  Rush  depopulated  the  town  and  he  also 
took  off  for  the  "diggings"  in  May,  1848. 

After  a  year  without  schools,  Rev.  Albert 
Williams,  in  April,  1849,  started  a  private  class 
in  his  church  and  taught  it  over  a  period  of 
several  months.  Resumption  of  a  public  school 
system  began  to  take  form  in  October,  1849, 
writes  Dr.  Cloud,  when  J.  C.  Pelton  and  his  wife 
arrived  from  Boston,  bearing  with  them  a  stock 
of  school  books,  blackboards,  and  other  school 
furniture  and  organized  a  school  in  the  base- 
ment of  the  Baptist  Church  on  Washington 
Street,  near  Stockton.  At  first  a  private  school, 
in  April,  1850  the  Ayuntamiento  officially  rec- 
ognized this  school  as  a  public  school  and  em- 
ployed Mr.  and  Mrs.  Pelton  as  teachers. 

The  series  shows  promise  of  hitherto  unre- 
vealed  facts  regarding  the  development  of  public 
education  in  the  West.  The  next  installment  will 
appear  in  the  December  issue  of  the  City-County 
Record,  copies  of  which  may  be  found  in  the 
Teachers'  Professional  Library,  at  the  City  Col- 
lege of  San  Francisco  Library,  and  in  the  senior 
high  school  libraries.

Exhibit  Set  for  Nov.  26 

November  26  —  Annual  Children's  Art  Ex- 
hibit —  Opening  date  has  been  postponed  one 
week  because  of  construction  difficulties. 

Selected  art  works  by  nearly  a  thousand  San 
Francisco  young  children  will  go  on  display  at 
the  M.  H.  De  Young  Memorial  Museum  on 
Saturday,  November  26.  Under  the  joint  spon- 
sorship of  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School 
District,  the  Junior  Committee  of  the  De  Young 
Museum  Society,  and  The  San  Francisco  News, 
the  Seventh  Annual  Art  Exhibition  titled  "Into 
the  Child's  World"  introduces  new  and  more 
varied  media  revealing  the  comprehensive  art 
program  in  the  public  schools.  Mosaics  and 
jewelry  are  among  the  art  expressions  in  addi- 
tion to  painting,  papier  mache,  sculpture,  cer- 
amics, weaving,  embroidery,  and  collage  sub- 
mitted by  children  of  pre-school  age  up  to 
twelve. 

From  nearly  10,000  entries,  selections  for 
show  were  made  by  a  jury  consisting  of  Meta 
Hendel,  artist;  Alexander  Nepote,  San  Fran- 
cisco State  College;  Archie  Wedemeyer,  direc- 
tor of  art  education  in  the  San  Francisco  Public 
Schools;  Mrs.  Dan  Farr,  founder  of  the  Young 
Children's  Art  Show;  and  Mrs.  Alice  Stone  and 
Herbert  Simon,  both  art  supervisors  in  the  San 
Francisco  Schools.  Judging  was  based  on  sound 
art  qualities  embracing  design  and  use  of  ma- 
terial, with  the  creative  aspect  a  chief  consider- 
ation. 

The  installation  of  the  exhibition  is  designed 
by  Martin  Metal  of  the  California  College  of 
Arts  and  Crafts.  Colorful  art  works  ranging  in 
size  from  an  almost  life-sized  papier-mache  ele- 
phant to  tiny  minature  portraits  are  contained 
in  the  exhibition.  The  unique  point  of  the  in- 
stallation will  be  to  give  the  spectator  the 
child's  viewpoint  —  the  sensation  of  seeing  ob- 
jects larger  than  they  would  appear  to  an  adult. 

The  purpose  of  the  exhibition  is  twofold:  ( 1 ) 
to  aid  parents  in  the  recognition  and  under- 
standing of  creative  arts  in  childhood,  and  (2) 
to  help  children  to  think  and  act  creatively  in 
meeting  the  new  situations  of  a  changing  world.

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Palace  of  Legion  of  Honor 
Invites  Teachers  and  Students 

The  California  Palace  of  the  Legion  of  Honor, 
located  in  Lincoln  Park,  one  of  San  Francisco's 
two  municipal  museums  of  fine  arts,  was  pre- 
sented to  the  City  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Adolph  B. 
Spreckels.  The  building,  placed  in  a  setting  of 
unrivaled  beauty  on  a  hilltop  in  Lincoln  Park 
and  commanding  a  magnificent  view  of  the 
Golden  Gate,  was  opened  to  the  public  in  1924. 
Architecturally,  the  museum  is  based  upon  the 
Palais  de  la  Legion  d'  Honneur  in  Paris,  former- 
ly the  private  residence  of  Prince  Salm-Kyr- 
bourg,  built  in  1786  and,  since  1804,  the  head- 
quarters of  the  Order  of  the  Legion  of  Tonor, 
which  was  established  by  Napoleon  I. 

Dedicated  as  a  memorial  to  the  California 
men  who  lost  their  lives  in  the  first  World  War, 
San  Francisco's  Palace  of  the  Legion  of  Honor 
has  become  one  of  the  leading  art  museums  of 
the  Nation.  Today  it  houses  a  rich  collection  of 
painting,  sculpture  and  the  decorative  arts. 
Though  maintained  by  the  municipality,  the 
City  provides  no  funds  for  acquisition.  Hence 
the  museum  collections  represent  the  benefac- 
tions of  public-spirited  individuals.  Outstanding 
donors  have  included  the  Spreckels  family 
(Sculpture  by  Rodin;  Egyptian  and  Classical 
Antiquities)  ;  Archer  M.  Huntington  (French 
Art  of  the  18th  century)  ;  Mr.  and  Mrs.  H.  K. 
S.  Williams  (Paintings  of  the  European  Schools 
from  the  16th  to  the  19th  century),  and  Albert 
C.  Hooper  (Paintings  of  the  17th  century  Dutch 
and  the  18th  century  English  Schools).  Limited 
private  endowment  from  the  Huntington  and 
Williams  families  has  enabled  the  museum  to 
augment  the  collections  bearing  the  names  of 
these  donors.  The  museum  is  open  to  the  public, 
free  of  charge,  from  10  a.m.  to  5  p.m.  daily.

Tuberculosis  Christmas  seals  for  1955  will  be 
mailed  this  morning  to  225,000  San  Francis- 
cans. 

If  enough  people  buy  them,  in  this  and  future 
years,  it  will  be  possible  "literally  to  wipe  TB 
from  San  Francisco's  streets,"  said  Fred  B. 
Henderson  Jr.,  chairman  of  the  1955  campaign. 

The  annual  sales  campaign  finances  efforts 
of  the  San  Francisco  Tuberculosis  Association 
to  detect  new  cases  of  the  disease  and  to  edu- 
cate the  public  in  the  battle  against  it. 

"The  main  job  is  to  find  the  people  who  have 
TB  and  who  don't  know  it,"  Henderson  ex- 
plained. 

"So  far  this  year,  100,000  San  Franciscans 
have  had  free  chest  X-rays.  We  know  that  more 
people  have  the  infection  in  certain  sections  of 
town  and  in  certain  kinds  of  work,  and  we  are 
making  strenuous  efforts  to  track  them  down." 

It  takes  money,  he  said,  "and  our  source  of 
funds  is  the  sale  of  Christmas  Seals."

sonnel  Division  within  60  days  of  the  effective 
date  of  the  applicant's  appointment. 

1.  Junior  and/or  Senior  High  Schools.  Gen- 
eral Secondary  credentials  are  preferred  and 
college  majors  in  the  field  of  application  are 
desired.

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Driver  Training  Automobiles 
Viewed   by  Citizens 

The  San  Francisco  Public  High  School  Driver 
Training  Program  made  an  outstanding  contri- 
bution to  the  recent  annual  S-D  Day  Program 
which,  through  its  thousands  of  graduates  who, 
because  of  their  special  training  in  skilled  and 
sportsmanlike  driving,  make  the  streets  and 
highways  safer  for  all. 

The  12  dual-control  equipped  cars  used  in 
the  program  were  assembled  in  the  Civic  Center 
Plaza  last  week  under  the  supervision  of  Joseph 
M.  Galvin,  director  of  Driver  Education  and 
Training,  for  public  view  to  intensify  interest 
in  S-D  Day,  December  1,  and  the  preceding 
S-D  Day  campaign. 

Driver  training  is  given  in  these  12  cars  which 
are  owned  by  the  San  Francisco  School  Depart- 
ment. Each  vehicle  is  equipped  with  approved 
AAA  dual  brake  and  clutch  controls,  enabling 
the  instructor  to  retain  complete  control  of  the 
car  at  all  times,  as  well  as  other  safety  devices. 

Each  high  school  student,  taking  the  high 
school  driver  training  course,  receives  a  mini- 
mum of  six  hours  of  behind-the-wheel  instruc- 
tion as  well  as  18  hours  as  an  observer  in  a  dual- 
control  car. 

.By  the  end  of  the  present  term,  about  1,800 
students  will  have  completed  a  course  in  driver 
training  during  the  1955-56  school  year.  This 
number  represents  only  one-fifth  of  those  who 
are  eligible  for  the  course. 

There  are  eight  full-time  teachers  for  regular 
day  classes  and  32  part-time  teachers  for  in- 
struction after  school  hours.  In  addition,  there 
are  eight  teachers  for  the  adult  driver  training 
program  held  in  the  evenings  at  Abraham  Lin- 
coln High  School. 

Approximately  15,000  students  have  taken 
driver  training  since  the  program  started  in 
1948.  Of  this  number,  7,000  have  been  high 
school  students  and  8,000  have  been  adults. 
They  have  driven  some  840,000  miles  and  there 
has  not  been  a  single  person  (student,  teacher 
or  pedestrian)  injured  during  the  course  of 
their  driver  training  instructions.  Forty-five 
cars  have  been  used  at  various  times  in  the 
classes  since  1948. 

Driver  education,  the  regular  classroom 
course,  was  made  a  required  subject  by  the 
State  Legislature  in  1947.  It  does  not  include 
behind-the-wheel    training    which    remains    a

Forum  for  Teachers 

Dr.  Harold  Spears,  superintendent  of  schools, 
has  approved  the  first  reading  forum  speaker, 
Dr.  Doris  Gates,  for  Thursday,  December  8, 
4:00  p.m.,  at  the  Nourse  Auditorium,  Hayes 
and  Franklin  Streets.  She  will  give  a  lecture  on 
reading  which  should  be  of  vital  interest  to  all 
teachers  and  administrators. 

Dr.  Gates  was  one  of  the  guest  speakers  dur- 
ing a  recent  workshop  at  which  time  she  gave 
such  an  enlightening  and  inspirational  talk  that 
the  San  Francisco  school  administrators  agreed 
to  have  her  as  a  future  "must"  for  the  teachers. 

The  following  is  a  biographical  sketch  of  Dr. 
Gates'  training  and  accomplishments: 

Doris  Gates,  Librarian  author,  lecturer,  and 
story  teller,  is  a  Californian,  born  in  Santa 
Clara  valley  near  San  Jose.  After  leaving  Fresno 
State  College  she  completed  the  library  course 
at  Los  Angeles  Public  Library  and  later  special- 
ized in  children's  library  work  and  story  telling 
at  Western  Reserve  in  Cleveland.  She  served  as 
children's  librarian  in  Fresno  county  before 
coming  to  San  Jose  State  College  where  she 
taught  children's  literature  and  story  telling  for 
two  years. 

She  has  written  nine  books  for  children  all  of 
which  have  been  laid  in  California.  Her  most 
popular  titles  are  SARAH'S  IDEA,  BLUE 
WILLOW,  and  SENSIBLE  KATE.  Her  latest 
book  published  in  September  is  BECKY  AND 
THE  BANDIT,  a  story  of  early  California. 

For  the  last  several  years  she  has  also  been 
acting  as  literary  consultant  for  Ginn  and  Co. 
in  the  preparation  of  their  series  of  readers  for 
elementary  schools. 

"It  is  said  that  all  of  the  books  an  author 
writes  are  written  out  of  the  things  that  have 
been  part  of  his  life.  I  think  that  is  true ;  at  least 
it  has  been  true  in  my  own  case."  This  statement 
of  Miss  Gates  partly  explains  the  popularity  of 
her  books  with  children  and  teachers  since  they 
have  come  as  a  result  of  her  experience  as  a 
children's  librarian.  She  knows  what  will  inter- 
est young  people  and  she  always  tells  a  good 
story.

Miss  Bertha  E.  Roberts,  for  twenty-nine  years 
deputy  superintendent  in  charge  of  elementary 
schools  in  San  Francisco,  passed  away  last  De- 
cember 15,  after  a  lingering-  illness. 

Miss  Roberts  retired 
in  1948  after  having 
served  under  several 
superintendents,  hold- 
ing the  highest  admin- 
istrative position  ever 
occupied  by  a  woman 
in  the  San  Francisco 
School  Department. 

She    was    a    native 
San     Franciscan,     the 
daughter  of  one  of  the 
city's   first   kindergar- 
ten teachers.  She  was 
a     graduate     of     San 
Francisco    State    Nor- 
mal School,  the  fore- 
runner  of   San   Fran- 
cisco State  College. 
She  joined  the  school  system  as  a  teacher  at 
Franklin  Elementary  School  in  1903.  She  later 
was  principal  of  Jefferson  School. 

"Teaching,"  Miss  Roberts  once  said:  "is  the 
opportunity  of  working  with  the  most  precious 
creatures  in  the  world. 

"As  such,  it  is  the  highest  calling  that  can 
beckon  a  man  or  a  woman. 

"The  teacher  is  as  vital  a  factor  as  the  child 
himself,  for  it  is  she  who  guides  and  encourages. 
"Likewise,  the  parent  who  gives  her  com- 
plete cooperation  to  the  teacher  and  accepts  the 
fullest  responsibility  as  it  concerns  her  child  is 
equally  important  as  a  factor  in  a  successful 
school. 

"Only  when  the  home,  the  teacher  and  the 
community  join  hands,  can  the  school  most 
effectively  serve  the  child." 

Private  funeral  services  for  Miss  Roberts 
were  held  on  December  17.

Retirement  Credit  Passed 

The  Civil  Service  Association  of  San  Fran- 
cisco advises  the  following: 

"The  Retirement  Credit  Committee  is  pleased 
to  announce  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
finally  passed  on  December  5,  1955,  the  ordin- 
ance which  granted  six  months  retirement 
credit  to  teachers  who  started  their  permanent 
employment  between  1925  and  1932,  and  perm- 
anent Civil  Service  Employees  who  started 
their  permanent  civil  service  appointment  be- 
tween 1922  and  1932.  These  employees  had  a 
waiting  period  of  six  months  before  they  became 
members  of  the  retirement  system,  and  have 
not  received  credit  for  this  service. 

"The  ordinance  becomes  effective  December 
31,  1955  and  all  employees  affected  have  until 
June  30,  1956  to  elect  to  receive  this  benefit. 
It  is  important  that  those  affected  know  that 
the  benefit  does  not  automatically  become 
effective.  You  must  elect  in  writing  to  the 
Retirement  Board  to  come  under  the  provisions 
and  pay  the  required  contributions.  Those  per- 
sons retiring  before  June  30,  1956,  must  make 
this  election  to  the  Retirement  Board  before 
retirement."

Change   in  Maternity 
Leave   Regulations 

The  San  Francisco  Board  of  Education,  at 
its  meeting  of  December  6,  1955,  adopted  new 
maternity  and  child  care  leave  regulations  which 
are  presented  hereinafter.  This  change  in  regu- 
lations is  effective  immediately. 

RESOLVED:  That  a  married  certificated 
employee  shall  absent  herself  from  duty  for  a 
period  of  at  least  three  months  before  the  antici- 
pated birth  of  her  child  and  for  six  months 
following  the  estimated  date  of  birth,  except 
that  if  such  six-month  period  terminates  within 
six  weeks  of  the  end  of  a  semester,  such  leave 
shall  extend  to  the  end  of  the  semester.  If  the 
maternity  leave  expires  within  one  month  fol- 
lowing the  opening  of  any  semester,  the  teacher 
may  request  abridgment  of  leave,  effective  the 
opening  day  of  the  semester  and  such  abridg- 
ment of  leave  may  be  approved  providing  the 
attending  physician  recommends  such  abridg- 
ment. In  case  of  miscarriage  or  death  of  the 
child,  the  leave  of  absence  for  maternity  may 
be  abridged  at  the  beginning  of  any  semester 
upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Superintend- 
ent of  Schools  and  the  approval  of  the  Board 
of  Education,  provided  that  a  health  certificate 
from  the  medical  examiner  of  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation states  that  the  teacher  is  physically  and 
mentally  able  to  resume  her  duties. 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED:  That  im- 
mediately following  the  termination  of  the  ma- 
ternity leave,  and  upon  request  of  the  certifi- 
cated employee,  an  extension  of  the  leave  of 
absence  for  a  period  of  not  more  than  one 
school  year  shall  be  granted  for  the  care  of  the 
infant. 

These  regulations  were  recommended  by  the 
Superintendent  after  a  study  by  his  Personnel 
Committee  and  the  Coordinating  Council  of 
Teacher  Professional  Organizations. 

Administrators  are  requested  to  call  this  an- 
nouncement to  the  attention  of  all  members  of 
the  certificated  staff.

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Adult  Classes  at  Polytechnic 

The  adult  education  classes  at  Polytechnic 
High  School,  Frederick  and  Willard  Streets,  will 
open  Tuesday,  January  3,  1956,  for  enrollment 
following  the  Christmas  vacation.  Classes  will 
be  held  from  7  to  9  p.m.  on  Monday  through 
Thursdays  and  enrollment  will  be  held  at  the 
school  on  the  night  people  wish  to  start  the 
class. 

Classes  open  for  enrollment  and  offered  on 
Monday  through  Thursdays  are  English  for 
the  foreign  speaking,  citizenship  training  and 
typing.  Classes  held  on  Mondays  and  Wednes- 
days are  ceramics,  cabinet  shop,  dressmaking, 
millinery  and  radio  and  electricity  shop.  Tues- 
day and  Thursday  classes  include  art,  calculat- 
ing machines,  machine  shop,  real  estate  and 
shorthand.  Public  affairs  forum  is  offered  on 
Monday  only  and  public  speaking  on  Tuesday 
night  only. 

Beginning  students  are  now  being  enrolled 
in  a  course  in  Real  Estate  which  is  being  offered 
at  Polytechnic  Evening  School.  They  may  en- 
roll in  the  Real  Estate  Class  now,  and  still  com- 
plete the  course  as  it  is  organized  on  a  cycle 
basis.  Each  of  the  twenty-four  lessons  is  re- 
peated three  times  during  the  school  year.  The 
topics  studied  include  deeds,  contracts,  leases, 
mortgages,  real  estate  law  and  real  estate 
mathematics.  These  fundamentals  of  real  estate 
are  presented  and  studied  in  a  thorough  and 
interesting  manner.  The  course  is  designed  for 
both  property  owners  and  those  interested  in 
taking  the  California  State  Examination  to  se- 
cure either  a  Real  Estate  Broker's  or  Sales- 
man's License.  The  class  meets  each  Tuesday 
and  Thursday  from  7  to  9  p.m.,  starting  Janu- 
ary 3,  1956,  at  Polytechnic  Adult  School.

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KQED  TV  Audience  Growing 

KQED,  the  Bay  Area's  non-tommercial, 
community  television  station,  has  an  audience 
of  266,000  homes,  it  was  revealed  recently  fol- 
lowing completion  of  the  first  audience  survey 
made  by  the  station. 

The  audience  survey  was  conducted  by 
Western  Research  Institute  and  contributed  as 
a  public  service  to  the  station. 

The  survey  pointed'  out  that  KQED  has 
penetrated  more  than  half  the  660,000  TV 
homes  with  telephones  in  the  eight  survey 
counties.  One-fifth  or  129,000  homes  were  re- 
ported as  the  basic  audience,  since  this  group 
could  name  without  prompting  one  or  more 
KQED  programs.  Another  large  fifth,  137,000 
homes,  reported  that  they  or  some  member  of 
their  family  has  watched  KQED. 

A  third  group,  more  than  one-tenth,  knew 
about  and  approved  Channel  9  and  indicated 
they  would  like  to  watch  programs  but  that 
they  could  not  get  the  signal. 

Less  than  one-half  said  they  had  never 
watched  KQED. 

Thirty  interviewers  conducted  the  telephone 
survey  over  a  period  of  a  month.  Fifty  defferent 
KQED  programs  were  mentioned  by  name. 
The  program  name  recall  was  entirely  un- 
prompted. 

To  present  a  very  conservative  picture, 
Western  Research  only  considered  the  129,000 
homes  able  to  name  a  program  as  the  "basic" 
Channel  9  audience.  Twenty-five  percent  of  this 
"basic"  audience  mentioned  an  interest  in  chil- 
dren's programs. 

Commenting  on  the  results  of  the  poll,  James 
Day,  station  manager,  said:  "We  are  of  course 
tremendously  encouraged  because  for  the  first 
time  we  have  definite  proof  of  a  very  large  audi- 
ence as  well  as  the  indication  that  the  audience 
will  be  even  greater  when  we  make  planned 
technical  changes  to  increase  the  coverage." 

Dr.  J.  Paul  Leonard,  chairman  of  the  board 
of  the  Bay  Area  Educational  Television  Asso- 
ciation which  operates  KQED,  pointed  out 
that  .  .  .  "This  represents  an  encouraging 
potential  for  future  financial  support  of  the 
station  through  its  unique  membership-sub- 
scription plan.  While  increasing  numbers  of 
viewers  have  become  subscribers,  the  total  still 
represents  only  a  small  portion  of  the  regular 
audience  for  KQED  as  evidenced  in  this  sur- 
vey." 

Hal  Dunleavy,  director  of  Western  Research 
Institute,  said  the  survey  was  the  most  satisfy- 
ing and  rewarding  that  his  firm  had  ever  un- 
dertaken and  pointed  out  that  almost  one-half 
of  all  respondents  offered  unsolicited  com- 
ments strongly  approving  KQED,  with  some 
people  reporting  they  tune  in  and  listen  even 
though  the  picture  does  not  come  in  clearly. 

Counties  covered  in  the  survey  included  San 
Francisco,  Alameda,  Contra  Costa,  Marin, 
Napa,  San  Mateo,  Santa  Clara,  and  Solano.

March  of  Dimes  Campaign  Under  Way 

The  1956  March  of  Dimes  campaign  for 
funds  to  carry  on  the  fight  against  polio  is  now 
under  way  throughout  the  country. 

The  goal  for  the  coming  campaign  is  $47,- 
600,000.  A  considerable  reduction  from  the  $64 
million  needed  last  year. 

J.  W.  Mailliard,  local  March  of  Dimes  com- 
paign  chairman,  said  this  reduction  reflects 
fewer  polio  cases  throughout  the  country,  and 
the  expectation  of  a  lessening  of  new  cases  in 
1956. 

He  emphasized,  however,  that  the  fight  is  not 
over.  "During  1955  we  won  a  major  victory 
against  polio  —  but  we  have  not  yet  won  the 
war,"  he  said. 

March  of  Dimes  funds  are  still  caring  for 
68,000  polio  victims  throughout  the  country, 
241  of  them  in  San  Francisco. 

Further  funds  are  needed  for  continued  re- 
search to  improve  the  vaccine,  now  60  to  90 
per  cent  effective,  and  for  education  of  polio 
workers.

The  principal  of  each  school  will  send  to  the 
Bureau  of  Attendance  not  later  than  February 
16,  1956  the  complete  enrollment  by  classes  as  of 
February  14,  1956,  on  the  class  list  forms  sup- 
plied by  the  Bureau.  (Please  notify  the  Bureau 
of  Attendance  or  your  Supervisor  of  Attendance 
the  number  of  class  list  forms  you  will  need. ) 

Arrange  lists  alphabetically,  and  type  or  write 
plainly  in  ink.  Do  not  use  nicknames.  If  a  teach- 
er has  more  than  one  grade,  list  separately. 

In  listing  the  addresses  of  Chinese  pupils  give 
the  floor  and  room  number  in  addition  to  the 
street  address;  also  both  American  and  Chinese 
names.  List  complete  addresses  for  children  liv- 
ing in  projects  —  building,  section,  and  apart- 
ment numbers.  For  children  living  in  apartment 
houses,  rooming-houses,-  and  hotels,  list  apart- . 
ment  or  room  number. 

Include  the  names  of  all  pupils  who  actually 
have  been  in  attendance  at  some  time  since  Jan- 
uary 31,  and  star  the  names  of  those  who  have 
transferred  or  who  have  left  without  tranfer 
before  February  14.

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Birthdate  Data  Requested 

In  order  that  birthdates  may  be  checked  im- 
mediately, principals  are  requested  to  send  at 
once  to  the  Bureau  of  Attendance  Registration 
of  Minor  blanks  for  all  new  pupils  entering  San 
Francisco  schools  for  the  first  time  and  for  all 
pupils  entering  kindergarten.  If  parent  does  not 
fill  out  one  of  these,  the  teacher  should  prepare 
the  blank  from  data  on  the  permanent  card. 
Only  in  this  way  will  it  be  possible  for  the 
Bureau  to  make  its  check  of  ages. 

Registration  of  Minor  blanks  should  contain 
the  following  information,  if  available:  the  num- 
ber of  the  birth  certificate,  the  place  and  date  of 
birth  as  stated  thereon,  and  a  signed  statement 
that  the  teacher  has  seen  the  birth  certificate. 
An  official  notification  or  certification  of  the 
birth  registration  from  a  Department  of  Public 
Health  may  be  used  in  lieu  of  the  actual  birth 
certificate.  If  no  birth  certificate  is  obtainable,  a 
baptismal  certificate,  passport,  or  affidavit  of 
parent  or  guardian  may  be  used  instead.  If  such 
verification  is  not  readily  available,  however, 
Registration  of  Minor  blanks  are  not  to  be  de- 
layed but  are  to  be  sent  in  immediately. 

In  order  for  a  child  to  be  entered  in  the  kind- 
ergarten his  birthdate  must  be  not  later  than 
May  2,  1951.  All  entrants  to  the  first  grade  must 
have  been  born  on  or  before  May  2,  1950. 


Left  Without  Transfers 

In  order  that  an  immediate  check-up  of  all 
pupils  who  have  left  school  may  be  made,  prin- 
cipals are  asked  to  give  to  their  Supervisors  of 
Attendance,  not  later  than  February  16,  a  Left 
Without  Transfer  slip  for  every  child  who  was 
on  the  school  roll  on  January  27,  but  who  has 
not  registered  this  term.

The  San  Francisco  Police  Department  an- 
nounces that  bicycle  licenses  for  the  year  1956 
are  now  due  and  payable.  These  licenses  cost 
fifty  cents  (50(f)  per  year  and  are  procurable  at 
the  Tax  Collector's  Office,  Room  105,  City  Hall. 

Police  officers  are  authorizing  to  cite  to  court 
the  owner  of  any  bicycle  that  may  be  found 
being  operated  on  the  streets  of  San  Francisco 
without  proper  license;  also,  the  bicycle  may  be 
impounded  and  any  expense  incurred  shall  con- 
stitute a  lien  against  such  bicycle.

"Gift  box  that  you  heartily  send  them 
through  Junior  Red  Cross  was  arrived  at  our 
Children's  Democratic  Town.  .  .  .  We  give 
thanks  to  receive  the  things  all  together  of  two 
hundred  children  of  our  orphanage.  .  .  ." 

This  is  only  one  of  the  contacts  that  San 
Francisco  pupils  have  made  with  children  all 
over  the  world  through  Junior  Red  Cross.  There 
are  correspondence  albums  written  by  English 
classes,  paintings  done  in  art  classes,  songs  re- 
corded by  choral  groups,  all  to  be  sent  to  stu- 
dents overseas. 

Teachers  in  173  elementary  and  secondary 
schools  are  using  Junior  Red  Cross  to  give  their 
students  classroom  experience  in  international 
friendship,  community  service  and  leadership.

Annual   Inspection  of 
School   Buildings 

Each  year  during  the  Spring  Semester  an 
examination  of  existing  school  plants  is  made 
by  engineers  representing  the  interested  lire 
insurance  companies,  and  a  detailed  report  of 
any  fire  hazards  that  may  be  noted  is  submitted 
to  the  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

Most  conditions  can  be  remedied  by  better 
"housekeeping"  and  principals  and  janitors  are 
directed  to  examine  their  buildings  carefully  to 
discover  possible  rule  violations  and  to  apply 
remedial  measures  at  once. 

Principals  will  please  instruct  janitors  to 
check  on  the  following  and  make  written  report 
to  the  assistant  superintendent  in  charge  of 
buildings  and  grounds  on  the  result: 

1.  Only  15  amp.  fuses  should  be  used  on  lighting 

circuits. 
Only   20   amp.   fuses   should  be   used   on  plug 

circuits. 
No  "jumpers"  permitted  in  any  fuse  blocks. 
B&G  Requisition  should  be  issued  to  correct. 

any  circuit  overload. 

2.  Foot-warmers    and    enclosed    radiators   in    cor- 

ridors to  be  cleaned  thoroughly  at  least 
once  each  month 

3.  Tight-fitting    covers   must    be    kept    on    drums 

containing  sweeping  compound. 

4.  The  accumulation  of  old  paper,  properties  con- 

structed of  paper,  and  other  similar  mater- 
ials constituting  fire  hazards  is  forbidden  in 
all  parts  of  all  school  buildings. 

5.  The  use  of  plenum  chambers  and  boiler  rooms 

as  storage  spaces  for  lumber,  etc.,  is  forbid- 
den. Children  are  not  allowed  to  enter  these 
rooms.  Ladders,  scenery,  stage  props  and 
other  materials  are  not  to  be  placed  in  pass- 
ageways or  exits. 

6.  Oily  rags  or  waste  and  other  similar  causes  of 

spontaneous  combustion  should  be  placed  in 
tightly  covered  metal  trash  cans. 

7.  Hatch  covers  to  attic  spaces  must  be  kept  in 

place. 

8.  Extension  cords  for  lights  in  attic  spaces,  store- 

rooms, etc.  should  be  replaced  by  wire  in 
conduit  or  their  use  discontinued.  B&G 
requisition  should  be  issued  to  replace  exist- 
ing temporary  wiring  with  permanent  in- 
stallation. 

9.  Auto-call  and  other  fire  alarm  systems  should 

be  kept  in  order  at  all  times  for  instant  use 
by  pupils  or  teachers. 

10.  Inflammable  solvents  as  alcohol,  paint  thinners, 

lacquer  thinners,  must  be  kept  in  a  special 
safety  can.  If  total  storage  of  paints  and 
thinners  exceed  5  gallons,  a  steel  storage 
cabinet  is  required.  These  items  may  be 
secured  on  a  general  requisition.  Under  no 
circumstances  should  glass  containers  be 
used  for  inflammable  liquids. 

11.  B&G  requisitions  should  be  issued  immediately 

to  re-charge  any  discharged  or  low-pressure 
fire  extinguishers.

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City  College  of  San  Francisco  Enrollment  Reaches  6,605  Students

Spring  1956  semester  enrollment  figures  at 
City  College  of  San  Francisco  show  a  total  of 
6,605  students,  of  which  1,355  are  registered  in 
the  evening  division,  according  to  Mary  Jane 
Learnard,  registrar. 

These  figures  show  a  boost  in  registration  by 
416  students  in  the  day  school  as  compared  to  a 
like  period  in  1955. 

Evening  registration,  Miss  Learnard  stated  is 
at  a  constant  capacity  of  1,355  with  variations 
of  only  20  students  reported  over  the  spring 
semester  of  1955.  The  reason  for  the  constant 
enrollment,  Miss  Learnard  reported  is  due  to 
the  fact  that  a  shortage  of  instructors  in  the 
evening  division  exists.  Hundreds  of  evening 
registrants  were  turned  away  this  year  as  in  the 
past  because  of  the  shortage  Miss  Learnard  ad- 
ded. 

Dr.  Louis  G.  Conlan,  president  of  the  college 
has  looked  ahead  to  a  possible  enrollment  at  the 
college  of  10,000  by  1960.  An  outline  of  building- 
requirements  for  the  college  for  immediate  and 
long  range  planning  has  been  set  by  Dr.  Conlan. 
His  plan  includes  classrooms,  a  students  union 
building  and  modernization  of  the  present  sci- 
ence building.  A  fine  arts  classroom  building, 
which  will  house  an  auditorium;  improvements 
of  roadways,  including  parking  facilities;  a  stad- 
ium and  expansion  of  present  gymnasiums  arc 
also  included  in  his  master  plan  to  handle  his 
conservative  estimate  of  10,000  students  by  1960.

Superintendent  Extends  Delivery 
Service  to  Employee  Organizations 

At  the  March  21  meeting  of  the  Coordinating 
Council  of  Professional  Organizations,  which  is 
made  up  of  the  presidents  of  a  number  of  the 
teachers  and  administrators  groups,  Dr.  Spears 
presented  a  proposal  to  extend  to  the  groups 
the  chance  to  use  the  School  Delivery  Service  in 
handling  their  materials  that  go  to  the  schools 
and  to  the  teachers.  The  following  procedures 
were  outlined  and  agreed  upon  to  be  followed 
during  a  trial  period. 

1.  All  material  must  be  clearly  addressed  to 
each  school,  and  must  be  in  either  a  Columbia 
Clasp  or  sealed  envelope  — '  or  wrapped  in 
paper  securely  tied. 

2.  If  the  material  is  in  envelopes  small  enough 
to  go  in  the  regular  school  envelopes,  it  must  be 
delivered  to  Room  101.  If  the  material  is  in 
large  packages,  it  must  be  delivered  to  the  ship- 
ping room  adjacent  to  the  Audio- Visual  Educa- 
tion Division. 

3.  Blanks  for  approval  of  delivery  must  be 
completed  and  filed  in  Room  102  with  a  copy 
of  material  attached.  Approval  for  delivery 
does  not  mean  the  superintendent  takes  respon- 
sibility for  the  contents. 

4.  Any  material  for  posting  on  bulletin  boards 
should  go  through  the  regular  procedure  re- 
quired for  posting.  Application  is  made  through 
the  Audio- Visual  Education  office. 

5.  Every  effort  will  be  made  to  deliver  the 
material  within  one  week,  but  it  takes  three 
days  to  cover  all  schools.

Proclamation  for  Public  Schools 
Week  Issued  by  Mayor  Christopher 

As  part  of  San  Francisco's  37th  annual  ob- 
servance of  Public  Schools  Week,  April  23-28,

'The   Public   School  is 
at  once  the  symbol  of  our 
Democracy  and  the  most 
persuasive  means  for  pro- 
moting our  common  dignity.' 

"WHEREAS :  The  California  Constitution  so 
states : 

'Public  Education  is  the  First  Business  of  the 
State  Government.' 

"WHEREAS:  The  San  Francisco  Unified 
School  District  and  the  Parent-Teachers  Asso- 
ciation observe: 

'Education  Makes  People  Easy  to  Lead  but 
Difficult  to  Drive;  Easy  to  Govern,  but  Im- 
possible to  Enslave.' 

"WHEREAS:  The  United  States  Declara- 
tion of  Independence  states  in  the  immortal 
words  of  Thomas  Jefferson: 

'We  Hold  These  Truths  to  be  Self-Evident, 
That  All  Men  Are  Created  Equal.' 

"WHEREAS:  The  spirit  of  the  foregoing 
means  at  least  that  the  American  Public  School 
is  the  rock  upon  which  the  structure  is  built  for 
all  men  to  have  Equal  Educational  Oppor- 
tunity. 

"NOW,  THEREFORE,  I  George  Christo- 
pher, Mayor  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  do  proclaim  that  the  week  of  April 
23rd  through  April  28th  shall  be  known  as  San 
Francisco  Public  Schools  Week,  and  I  urge  all 
public  education  minded  citizens  to  take  an 
active  part  with  me  in  the  observance,  and  to

It 
is  designed  as  a  broad  survey  of  the  field  and  will 
take  up  elements  of  atomic  and  nuclear  physics.

Book  on  "Reading"  Reviewed 

San  Francisco  teachers  will  no  doubt  note 
with  pleasure  the  appearance  of  a  helpful  book 
on  reading  by  Dr.  Harrison  Bullock.  The  follow- 
ing review  was  submitted  for  the  Superintend- 
ent's Bulletin  by  Mary  Lins  of  Mission  High 
School : 

"An  outstanding  and  valuable  contribution  to 
the  field  of  literature  dealing  with  the  problem 
of  reading  is  the  recent  publication,  HELPING 
THE  NON-READING  STUDENT  IN  THE 
SECONDARY  FIELD,  by  Dr.  Harrison  Bullock 
(Teachers  College,  Columbia  University,  1956, 
$3.75).  This  exceptionally  readable  book  covers 
the  identification  of  the  non-reading  pupil,  dis- 
cusses his  problems,  and  considers  the  various 
techniques  used  to  teach  him.  Of  special  value 
are  the  chapters  which  show  the  non-reading 
student  in  a  regular  class,  in  special  reading 
classes,  and  in  those  rare  circumstances  where 
individual  instruction  is  given.  However,  regard- 
less of  what  type  of  instruction  is  discussed,  the 
book  is  rich  in  detailed,  explicit  suggestions  and 
aids  to  the  teacher.  A  bibliography  which  in- 
cludes a  list  of  instructional  materials  as  well  as 
valid  and  reliable  reading  tests  concludes  this 
helpful  manual."

Attendance  Reports  to  be  Simplified 

Recently  a  series  of  meetings  were  held 
throughout  the  State  for  the  purpose  of  discuss- 
ing with  school  administrators  and  attendance 
supervisors  the  advisability  of  amending  the 
regulations  relative  to  the  verification  of  ab- 
sence due  to  illness  or  quarantine. 

As  a  result  of  these  meetings  Article  2.1  of 
Sub-chapter  1  of  Chapter  1  of  the  California 
Administrative  Code,  Title  5,  Education,  has 
been  amended  so  that  the  verification  procedure 
can  be  less  complicated  and  the  recording  and 
reporting  of  attendance  simplified. 

The  new  regulations  which  become  effective 
July  1,  1956  will  not  affect  attendance  pro- 
cedures in  the  San  Francisco  schools  until  Sep- 
tember 1956.  The  Bureau  of  Research  will  pro- 
vide the  schools  with  instruction  as  soon  as  the 
new  forms  for  recording  attendance  are  re- 
ceived from  the  State  Department  of  Education.

Birthdate  Data   Requested 
By   Bureau  of  Attendance 

Shortly  after  the  beginning  of  each  school 
term,  principals  are  requested  to  send  birthdate 
data  to  the  Attendance  Bureau.  Several  princi- 
pals have  requested  that  the  notice  be  placed 
in  the  bulletin  prior  to  the  close  of  the  term  in 
order  that  the  process  may  be  facilitated  at  the 
opening  of  school.  This  notice,  then,  applies  to 
registration  for  September  1956. 

Registration  of  minor  blanks  should  contain 
the  following  information,  if  available:  the 
number  of  the  birth  certificate;  the  place  and 
date  of  birth  as  stated  thereon,  and  a  signed 
statement  that  the  teacher  has  seen  the  birth 
certificate.  If  a  birth  certificate  is  not  available, 
a  baptismal  certificate,  passport,  affidavit  of 
parent  or  guardian,  or  an  official  notification  or 
certification  of  the  birth  registration  from  the 
Department  of  Public  Health  may  be  used.  The 
method  of  verification  should  be  indicated.  If 
such  verification  is  not  readily  available,  how- 
ever, registration  of  minor  blanks  are  not  to  be 
delayed,  but  are  to  be  sent  in  immediately. 

It  should  be  noted  that  registration  of  minor 
blanks  are  required  for  all  new  pupils  entering 
San  Francisco  Schools  for  the  first  time  and 
for  all  pupils  entering  kindergarten.

The  State  Department  of  Education  has  ad- 
vised that  life  diploma  applications  received  af- 
ter the  first  of  September  cannot  be  processed 
in  time  to  be  recorded  in  the  County  Superin- 
tendent's Offices  prior  to  November  30,  the 
expiration  date  of  all  credentials  expiring  in

Lowell   Reports  on 
Graduates  at  College 

At  Stanford  University  five  Lowell  grads  of 
the  June  1955  class  made  a  grade  point  average 
of  3.78.  At  Stanford  4.00  equals  an  A.  During 
the  last  three  years  sixty  Lowell  graduates  en- 
tered Stanford  and  distinguished  themselves 
with  a  grade  point  average  of  2.64.  Among  this 
group  fifteen  made  an  average  of  3.52. 

At  the  University  of  California  thirty  Lowell 
graduates  of  the  June  1955  class  achieved  an 
average  of  2.05.  At  U.  C.  this  is  a  B  average. 
During  the  last  five  years  399  Lowell  graduates 
matriculated  at  U.  C.  in  Berkeley.  This  number 
is  more  than  half  the  combined  total  from  all 
the  other  public  high  schools  in  San  Francisco. 
Also  the  highest  ranking  students  among  the 
15,000  students  at  U.  C.  in  1954  and  again  in 
1955  were  Lowell  grads. 

In  addition  to  the  Lowell  students  at  Stan- 
ford and  U.  C,  Lowell  graduates  are  distributed 
among  many  first  rate  colleges  and  universities 
in  the  East.  From  the  class  of  June  1955  Lowell 
graduates  have  a  grade  point  average  of  2.6  at 
West  Point,  2.7  at  M.I.T.,  and  2.4  at  Smith 
College,  —  3  equals  A  and  2  equals  B.  Since 
many  out-of-state  colleges  do  not  send  scholas- 
tic records  to  the  home  high  schools,  it  is  impos- 
sible to  know  how  well  all  the  high  school  grad- 
uates are  succeeding.  From  records  received  so 
far  this  spring  the  June  1955  class  has  an  aver- 
age of  1.8  or  B-  in  out-of-state  grades. 

The  January  1956  Dean's  Honor  List  at  Har- 
vard contains  the  names  of  three  Lowell  gradu- 
ates while  the  Dean's  List  at  M.I.T.  contains 
the  names  of  two  Lowell  grads.

Superintendent  of  Schools  Harold  Spears  has 
announced  that  the  1956  San  Francisco  School 
Safety  Patrol  Parade  and  Review  will  be  held 
Thursday,  May  31,  at  1:00  p.m.  in  Kezar 
Stadium. 

This  colorful  event,  in  which  more  than  4,500 
boys  and  girls  participate  this  year,  commem- 
orates the  thirty-third  anniversary  of  one  of 
San  Francisco's  outstanding  safety  achieve- 
ments. Since  the  Patrol  was  first  organized  in 
1923,  not  one  child  has  been  killed  at  a  patrol- 
guarded  street  crossing  —  a  tribute  to  the 
youngsters  who,  day  in  and  day  out,  rain  or 
shine,  stand  guard  for  the  protection  of  their 
schoolmates.

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Alpha  Mu  Gamma  Speech 

Contest  Winners  Announced 

Alpha  Mu  Gamma,  foreign  language  honor 
society  of  San  Francisco  State  College,  spon- 
sored its  third  annual  foreign  language  speech 
contest  for  the  public  high  school  students  of 
San  Francisco  on  Thursday,  May  3.  All  seven 
high  schools  participated:  Balboa,  Galileo,  Ab- 
raham Lincoln,  Lowell,  Mission,  Polytechnic, 
and  George  Washington.  The  contest  was  held 
in  the  five  languages  that  are  taught  in  the  high 
schools:  French,  Spanish,  Italian,  Latin  and 
German. 

One  hundred  ninety  students  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco public  high  schools  participated  as  con- 
testants in  this  event.  There  were  50  judges  who 
listened  and  judged  the  speeches;  acting  as 
judges  were  professors  from  San  Francisco  State 
College,  University  of  California,  University  of 
San  Francisco,  Stanford  University,  St.  Mary's 
College,  Mills  College,  San  Francisco  College 
for  Women,  and  City  College  of  San  Francisco; 
consuls,  vice-consuls,  and  cultural  attaches  from 
the  various  foreign  consulates  of  San  Francisco 
also  acted  as  judges. 

The  contest  was  divided  into  three  categories: 
A,  B,  and  C.  Category  A  in  each  language  con- 
sisted of  those  students  in  the  first  two  years 
of  the  study  of  the  language;  category  B  in  each 
language  consisted  of  those  students  in  the  sec- 
ond two  years  of  the  study  of  the  language; 
category  C  in  each  language  (except  Latin) 
consisted  of  those  students  who  spoke  the  lan- 
guage natively. 

The  topic  for  the  A  category  was  "Customs 
and  Their  Origins  in  the  Various  Foreign 
Countries",  the  B  category  had  extemporaneous 
speeches  and  was  given  a  topic  on  which  to 
speak  one  hour  before  the  contest  and  was  given 
time  to  write  the  speech  then;  the  C  category's 
topic  was  "An  Interesting  Fact  of  History  or 
Geography  Concerning  the  Foreign  Country." 
The  speeches  in  the  A  and  C  categories  had  a 
minimum  of  three  minutes  and  a  maximum  of 
five  minutes;  the  speeches  in  the  B  category 
had  no  limit  being  that  they  were  extempor- 
aneous. 

Prizes  were  awarded  in  each  category  in  each 
language.  For  first  prize  a  medal  and  a  certfi- 
cate  were  given,  for  second  prize,  a  book  and 
a  certificate;  for  third  prize,  a  certificate.

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New  Herbert  Hoover  Junior  High  School  Formally  Dedicated  on  June  5 


The  new  Herbert  Hoover  Junior  High 
School,  located  at  Twelfth  Avenue  and  Santi- 
ago Street,  was  formally  dedicated  at  ceremon- 
ies held  on  Tuesday  evening,  June  5. 

Guest  of  honor  and  dedication  speaker  was 
Herbert  Hoover,  former  president  of  the  United 
States. 

Mr.  Hoover's  dedication  address  is  printed 
below: 

"No  greater  nor  more  affectionate  honor  can  be 
conferred  on  an  American  than  to  have  a  public 
school  named  after  him.  I  deeply  appreciate  the  honor 
and  affection  that  go  with  your  action.  Some  people 
have  to  endow  a  school  to  get  their  name  on  it.  But 
this  is  a  great  gift.  And  I  doubly  value  your  honor 
because  while  often  a  transient  I  have  for  60  years 
bragged  about  San  Francisco  as  my  home  town. 

"My  steps  in  education  came  through  the  public 
schools  and  a  great  university  which  was  then  also 
free.  Without  those  generous  services  from  my  coun- 
try I  could  never  have  attained  a  profession.  And  I 
can  prove  my  faith  in  the  American  public  school 
system  for  my  two  sons  also  trod  that  path  in  making 
their  way  to  success  in  life. 

"After  all  these  years,  I  have  a  lingering  affection 
to  my  devoted  teachers.  And  the  friendships  made  in 
school  have  been  staunch  over  the  years.  To  these 
institutions  of  free  men,  and  their  able  and  devoted 
teachers,  I  owe  an  unrepayable  debt. 

"As  I  here  am  speaking  to  both  the  elders  and  stu- 
dents, I  will  take  on  the  elders  first. 

"I  do  not  need  to  say  that  we  elders  have  a  great 
responsibility  for  the  education  of  all  the  children  of 
America.  And  this  magnificent  building  is  proof  that 
the  elders  in  San  Francisco  assume  these  responsibili- 
ties. 

"It  is  a  further  monument  to  the  devotion  of  Cali- 
fornia and  the  State  educational  authorities. 

"I  would  like  to  speak  for  a  few  moments  to  the 
elders  upon  a  critical  problem  in  education  with 
which  our  whole  Nation's  public  schools  could  help. 

"Our  country  is  running  into  a  famine  of  trained 
scientists  and  engineers.  Ten  years  ago  our  universities 
and  technical  colleges  graduated  about  50,000  men 
and  women  into  these  professions.  This  year  they  will 
probably  turn  out  less  than  30,000.  The  country  needs 
a  minimum  of  50,000  each  year.  Communist  Russia 
claims  that  she  graduates  85,000  into  these  professions 
annually. 

"There  are  many  explanations  for  this  national 
failure.  Many  of  our  higher  institutions  complain  that 
they  are  not  able  to  secure  adequately  trained  young- 
sters from  the  public  schools.  To  meet  the  entrance 
requirements  of  our  universities  and  technical  institu- 
tions, students  must  have  a  basic  training  in  mathe- 
matics and  elementary  physical  sciences.  Admiral  Hy- 
man  Rickover,  who  is  in  a  position  to  know,  states 
that  in  1950  only  4%  of  our  high  schools  teach 
physics,  7%  chemistry  and  13%  geometry.  They  do 
a  little  better  in  algebra  but  that  figure  is  only  27%. 


"There  are  other  causes  of  our  national  failure  and 
the  blame  does  not  all  rest  upon  our  public  schools. 
I  realize  that  our  high  schools  must  graduate  over 
1,200,000  youngsters  every  year;  that  they  must  look 
at  the  needs  of  the  whole  1,200,000  more  than  prep- 
aration for  only  the  50,000  scientists  and  engineers. 
I  realize  the  difficulty  of  the  public  schools  in  securing 
teachers  in  science.  I  realize  also  that  the  cost  of 
training  in  these  professions  in  our  universities  and 
colleges  has  risen  above  the  resources  of  many  parents 
and  many  youngsters.  Not  every  youngster  wishes,  or 
is  adapted,  to  enter  these  professions.  But  it  is  a  pity 
that  those  who  are  adapted,  any  of  them,  find  their 
public  schools  have  failed  in  their  preparation. 

"To  finish  this  scolding,  I  say  at  once  that  none  of 
this  assault  is  directed  to  this  school.  But  somebody 
must  be  a  public  scold. 

"I  suggest  that  unless  somebody  attends  to  this  job, 
many  of  the  wheels  in  the  United  States  will  some 
day  stop  going  around. 

"To  the  youngsters  I,  as  an  engineer,  would  suggest 
that  there  are  no  professions  of  greater  satisfactions. 
The  engineer  has  the  fascination  of  watching  a  fig- 
ment of  imagination  emerge  into  a  plan  on  paper. 
Then  it  moves  to  realization  in  cement,  in  metal  or 
energy.  Then  it  brings  new  jobs  and  better  homes. 
And  I  might  add  that  on  average  it  is  the  highest 
paid  profession  in  the  country — and  there  are  today 
five  bids  to  a  job  for  every  graduate. 

"I  can  turn  from  scolding  elders  to  a  much  more 
cheerful  subject,  That  is,  the  chattering,  fun-loving 
ambitious  youngsters  in  this  school.  Even  to  look  at 
them  is  a  relief  from  thinking  about  national  prob- 
lems. 

"And  I  can  say  something  to  youngsters  which 
perhaps  they  will  appreciate  more  in  a  few  years. 

"Somebody  will  tell  you  of  the  failures  of  our 
Government — and  it  is  often  justified.  No  govern- 
ment is  perfect  because  human  beings  are  not  perfect. 
But  I  may  remind  such  persons  that  despite  many 
disheartening  things,  under  our  American  system  of 
government  we  have  given  more  opportunities  to 
every  boy  and  girl  than  any  other  government  on 
earth. 

"Somebody  will  tell  you  that  the  older  generations 
have  made  a  mess  of  things  which  must  be  reformed. 
I  have  often  agreed  with  that  idea.  But  you  should 
remember  that  it  was  the  older  generations  who  built 
all  these  schools,  these  libraries,  these  playing  fields, 
these  homes,  these  farms,  these  factories,  these  stores, 
these  radios  and  orchestras,  with  all  these  ways  of 
earning  a  living  and  enjoying  life.  Some  day  all  these 
elders  are  going  to  die.  Some  day  you  will  inherit  all 
these  things  and  the  jobs  of  managing  them.  And  do 
not  forget,  it  was  the  older  generation  who  gave  you 
the  greatest  heritage  that  can  come  to  man — national 
independence  and  personal  liberty.

The  driving  course  around  the  Bay  Area 
was  logged  over  an  85.6  mile  course  by  the 
California  State  Automobile  Association.

Recording  and   Renewal 
Of  Credentials 

Each  new  regular  and  substitute  employee 
is  reminded  that  his  employment  is  subject  to 
the  recording  of  a  credential  in  the  Personnel 
Division.  This  credential  must  authorize  the 
type  of  service  to  be  performed,  must  bear  a 
date  of  issue  prior  to  the  first  day  of  service, 
and  must  be  recorded  in  the  Personnel  Division 
within  sixty  days  of  the  first  day  of  service. 

Failure  to  comply  with  this  requirement  of 
the  State  Education  Code  will  result  in  loss  of 
salary  and/or  position. 

Many  teaching  credentials  expire  on  Novem- 
ber 30,  1956,  and  unless  renewals  of  these  cre- 
dentials are  secured  by  that  time,  the  services 
of  the  employee  will  not  be  authorized  after  that 
date.  For  this  reason,  those  teachers  whose 
credentials  expire  this  year  are  urgently  re- 
quested to  institute  renewal  of  their  credentials 
immediately.  The  normal  amount  of  time  re- 
quired to  secure  these  renewals  is  approximately 
sixty  days  and  applications  for  renewal,  there- 
fore, should  be  submitted  to  the  Personnel. Di- 
vision immediately. 

Life  Diplomas  cannot  be  secured  prior  to  the 
November  30  expiration  date  and  renewals 
should  be  requested  in  all  cases  in  which  the 
credential  expires  this  year.  Those  who  are 
otherwise  qualified  may  apply  for  life  diplomas 
providing  their  credentials  are  valid  until  1957 
or  later.

Mary  A.  Coghlan  Passes 

Funeral  services  were  held  last  Tuesday  for 
Mary  A.  Coghlan,  retired  member  of  the  teach- 
ing staff  of  San  Francisco  Continuation  High 
School. 

Besides  being  an  outstanding  teacher,  Miss 
Coghlan  was  the  founder  of  the  Harbor  Club, 
an  organization  that  provided  a  home  for  more 
than  100,000  servicemen  during  World  War  II. 

In  early  1943,  Miss  Coghlan  and  a  group  of 
San  Francisco  writers  opened  the  Harbor  Club 
for  Men  in  Service,  just  off  the  Embarcadero.

This  service  is  available  from  5:00  p.m.,  when 
the  office  closes,  until  7:00  a.m.,  the  next  morn- 
ing to  receive  such  requests.  Instructions  for  the 
use  of  this  equipment,  were  is, ent  to  principals 
under  date  of  August  24,  and  they  are  requested 
to  call  this  service  to  the  attention  of  their  regu- 
lar teaching;  staffs. 
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Birthdate  Data  Requested 

In  order  that  birthdates  may  be  checked  im- 
mediately, principals  are  requested  to  send  at 
once  to  the  Bureau  of  Attendance  Registration 
of  Minor  blanks  for  all  new  pupils  entering  San 
Francisco  schools  for  the  first  time  and  for  all 
pupils  entering  kindergarten.  If  parent  does  not 
fill  out  one  of  these,  the  teacher  should  prepare 
the  blank  from  data  on  the  permanent  card. 
Only  in  this  way  will  it  be  possible  for  the 
Bureau  to  make  its  check  of  ages. 

Registration  of  Minor  blanks  should  contain 
the  following  information,  if  available:  the  num- 
ber of  the  birth  certificate;  the  place  and  date 
of  birth  as  stated  thereon,  and  a  signed  state- 
ment that  the  teacher  has  seen  the  birth  certifi- 
cate. If  a  birth  certificate  is  not  available,  a 
baptismal  certificate,  passport,  affidavit  of  pra- 
ent  or  guardian,  or  an  official  notification  or 
certification  of  the  birth  registration  from  the 
Department  of  Public  Health  may  be  used.  The 
method  of  verification  should  be  indicated.  If 
such  verification  is  not  readily  available,  how- 
ever, Registration  of  Minor  blanks  are  not  to  be 
delayed,  but  are  to  be  sent  in  immediately. 

In  order  for  a  child  to  be  entered  in  the 
Kindergarten,  his  birthdate  must  be  not  later 
than  December  2,  1951.  All  entrants  into  the 
first  grade  must  be  born  not  later  than  Decem- 
ber 2,  1950. 


Left  Without  Transfers 

In  order  that  an  immediate  check-up  of  all 
pupils  who  have  left  school  may  be  made,  prin- 
cipals are  asked  to  give  to  their  Supervisors  of 
Attendance,  not  later  than  September  21,  a 
Left  Without  Transfer  slip  for  every  child  who 
was  on  the  school  roll  on  June  15,  but  who  has 
not  registered  this  term. 

Throughout  the  term  all  pupils  who  leave 
school  for  any  reason  without  taking  a  transfer 
to  another  school  should  be  immediately  re- 
ported to  the  Supervisor  of  Attendance  as  Left 
Without  Transfer.  Before  reporting  these  pupils 
as  Left  Without  Transfer  they  should  be  check- 
ed as  carefully  as  possibly  by  the  school,  and 
when  reported  the  Left  Without  Transfer 
should  have  as  much  information  as  possible  for 
the  Supervisor  of  Attendance. 


Work  Schedule  —  School  Clerks 

School  clerks  employed  on  a  school  year  basis, 
that  is  those  who  serve  only  on  those  days 
schools  are  in  session,  are  authorized  to  work  on 
the  three  working  days  immediately  preceding 
the  regular  school  calendar,  August  29,  30  and 
31,  1956,  to  assist  the  principal  in  preparing  for 
the  opening  of  the  Fall  Term.  August  28  may  be 
substituted  for  August  31,  provided  that  it  is 
mutually  agreeable  to  both  the  principal  and 
the  clerk.  Therefore,  kindly  report  to  the  school 
to  which  you  are  assigned  on  either  August  28 
or  29,  1956. 


School  Lists  Requested 

The  principal  of  each  school  will  send  to  the 
Bureau  of  Attendance  not  later  than  September 
21,  1956,  the  complete  enrollment  by  classes  as 
of  September  19,  1956,  on  the  class  list  forms. 
(This  form  appeared  on  the  Printed  Forms  Sup- 
plies Term  Requisition  #90,  Stock  Number  13- 
100-40,  and  will  be  on  future  Term  Requisi- 
tions.) 

Arrange  list  alphabetically,  and  type  or  write 
plainly  in  ink.  Do  not  use  nicknames.  If  a 
teacher  has  more  than  one  grade,  list  separately. 

In  listing  the  addresses  of  Chinese  pupils  give 
the  floor  and  room  number  in  addition  to  the 
street  address;  also  both  American  and  Chinese 
names.  List  complete  addresses  for  children  liv- 
ing in  projects  —  building,  section,  and  apart- 
ment numbers.  For  children  living  in  apartment 
houses,  rooming  houses,  and  hotels,  list  apart- 
ment or  room  number. 

Include  the  names  of  all  pupils  who  actually 
have  been  in  attendance  at  some  time  since 
September  5,  and  star  the  names  of  those  who 
have  transferred  or  who  have  left  without  trans- 
fer before  September  19.  Add  to  the  list  and  star 
the  names  of  any  pupils  who  have  not  been  in 
attendance  during  this  period  but  who  had 
registered  previously  and  whose  absence  be- 
cause of  sickness  you  have  verified.  In  order  to 
keep  records  correct,  any  child  who  returns  to 
school  after  September  19,  or  enters  after  that 
date,  should  be  reported  to  the  Bureau  of  At- 
tendance at  once  either  by  a  transfer,  if  he  has 
one,  or  by  an  Entered  Without  Transfer  slip, 
slip.

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Entrance  Requirements 
For  Transfers  Raised 

After  thorough  study  with  representatives  of 
California  high  schools  and  junior  colleges,  the 
Board  of  Admissions  and  Relations  with 
Schools  of  the  University  of  California  has  de- 
cided to  increase  slightly  the  requirements  for 
transfer  to  the  University  of  those  applicants 
whose  records  did  not  qualify  them  for  admis- 
sion at  the  time  of  high  school  graduation. 

The  changes  are  of  two  kinds:  (1)  The 
minimum  number  of  transfer  units  is  increased 
from  15  to  30;  and  (2)  the  required  scholar- 
ship is  increased  from  a  1.3  to  a  1.4  grade 
point  average.  (The  latter  change  means  that 
in  the  future  a  student  without  any  grades 
lower  than  C  must  have  at  least  40,  instead  of 
30,  per  cent  of  his  grades  higher  than  C.) 

In  addition,  transfers  in  this  category  with 
less  than  60  units  must  also  have  a  satisfactory 
score  on  the  College  Entrance  Examination 
Board  Scholastic  Aptitude  Test. 

The  new  admission  rules  will  be  effective  for 
applicants  wishing  to  enter  the  University  in 
September  1957.  About  300  applicants,  125  at 
Berkeley  and  175  at  Los  Angeles,  will  be  af- 
fected by  the  new  rules. 

The  new  rules  will,  in  effect,  require  that 
applicants  ineligible  for  admission  at  the  time 
of  high  school  graduation  attend  some  other 
college  for  at  least  a  year.  This  will  automat- 
ically eliminate  present  "make-up"  programs 
of  shorter  duration,  such  as  summer  session  or 
the  one-semester  program  in  University  Exten- 
sion. The  University  Admissions  Director  rec- 
ommends that  such  applicants  attend  one  of 
the  excellent  60  public  California  junior  col- 
leges, and  complete  there  all  of  the  require- 
ments for  junior  standing  in  the  University.

The  grade  level  is  four  to  eight.

Classes  are  invited  to  request  Friday  topics 
and  to  attend  Friday  broadcasts,  held  in  the 
KFRC  studios  at  1000  Van  Ness  Avenue. 

Elementary  school  teachers  may  use  the  pro- 
gram in  various  ways  —  as  part  of  the  current 
events  or  social  studies  curriculum,  as  a  basis  for 
essays,  reports,  discussions,  research,  scrapbook 
projects  or  map  work.

Rule  on  Professional  Organizations 

In  regard  to  the  solicitation  of  membership 
in  professional  organizations,  Superintendent 
Harold  Spears  calls  attention  to  the  following 
regulation  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Education 
at  its  meeting  September  14,  1937: 

Rule  No.  74c:  Membership  in  Professional 
Organizations: 

1.  Teachers  and  all  other  employes  of  the  Board 
of  Education  shall  have  complete  freedom  in  selecting 
the  professional  organizations  which  they  may  wish  to 
join,  without  coercion  of  any  kind  from  any  adminis- 
trative officer  or  other  school  employee. 

2.  Whatever  courtesies  are  extended  to  any 
teacher  organization  in  the  schools  shall  be  fully  and 
unreservedly  extended  to  all  teacher  organizations. 

3.  The  use  of  any  coercion  or  pressure  by  any 
principal  or  other  administrative  officer  or  other 
school  employee  to  influence  any  teacher  to  join  or 
refrain  from  joining  any  organization  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  unprofessional  conduct. 

4.  The  Superintendent  of  Schools  shall  call  at- 
tention to  this  rule  at  the  beginning  of  each  school 
term  by  means  of  a  notice  in  the  Superintendent's 
Bulletin.

56.  Mr.  Donald  Ewing,  teacher,  George 
Washington  High  School,  assigned  to  the  Cen- 
tral Office  as  Curriculum  Assistant,  effective 
September  4,  1956,  to  serve  for  school  year 
1956-57;  and  authorization  for  substitute  to  be 
employed  to  take  his  place  at  George  Washing- 
ton High  School  for  the  period  specified.

2.  Entered  Without  Transfer  blanks  for  all 
new  pupils  who  have  no  transfers. 

3.  Left  Without  Transfer  blanks  for  all  who 
leave  without  transfer,  or  for  deaths. 

4.  Change  of  Address  slips  as  soon  as  children 
move. 

5.  Change  of  Name  slips  as  soon  as  child's 
name  is  changed. 


Statue  to  Replace  Pool 

The  famous  Dolphin  statue  by  Robert  How- 
ard, which  was  an  attraction  at  the  1940  Treas- 
ure Island  exposition,  is  to  be  removed  from 
storage  and  installed  in  the  central  court  of  the 
California  Academy  of  Sciences  in  Golden  Gate 
Park,  just  in  front  of  the  Aquarium. 

The  two  stylized,  black  terrazzo  dolphins, 
with  water  spouting  from  their  heads,  will  be 
the  centerpiece  in  a  shallow  pool  which  will 
replace  the  seal  pool.  Installation  of  the  foun- 
tain has  been  undertaken  cooperatively  by  the 
Academy,  the  Art  Commission  and  the  Recre- 
ation and  Park  Department.  Work  is  scheduled 
to  begin  early  in  October. 
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Office  of  Education  Releases  Nation's  Enrollment  Figures 


The  Office  of  Education  of  the  United  States 
Department  of  Health,  Education  and  Welfare, 
Washington,  D.C.,  has  just  released  the  follow- 
ing statistics  on  school  and  college  enrollment: 

"The  Nation's  total  school  and  college  enroll- 
ment will  reach  an  all-time  peak  of  41,553,000 
in  1956-57,  S.  M.  Brownell,  commissioner  of 
education,  U.  S.  Department  of  Health,  Edu- 
cation, and  Welfare,  estimated  last  week. 

"Reporting  on  other  trends,  Commissioner 
Brownell  said  shortages  of  classrooms  and  quali- 
fied teachers  will  be  somewhat  reduced,  al- 
though still  serious. 

"  'This  will  be  the  twelfth  consecutive  year 
that  the  total  enrollment  of  schools,  colleges,  and 
universities  has  shown  an  increase,'  Commis- 
sioner Brownell  said. 

"  'The  1956-57  estimated  enrollment  will  be 
1,754,300  higher  than  the  previous  peak  enroll- 
ment of  39,798,700  recorded  in  1955-56.'  " 

"Enrollment  estimates  released  last  week  by 
the  Office  of  Education  show  that  private  and 
public  school  enrollment  in  Kindergarten  thru 
Grade  8  will  total  29,618,000.  Last  year's  ele- 
mentary school  enrollment  was  28,514,200.  The 
increase  this  year  is  1,103,800. 

"High  school  enrollment  for  1956-57  is  esti- 
mated at  8,1 1 1,600.  This  is  a  step  up  of  364,500 
high  school  students  (Grades  9  through  12) 
over  the  1955-56  total  enrollment  of  7,747,100. 

"Colleges  and  universities  throughout  the 
United  States  will  enroll  236,000  more  students 
during  the  coming  academic  year  than  they  en- 
rolled in  1955-56.  This  year's  estimated  enroll- 
ment will  be  3,232,000  as  compared  with  last 
year's  2,996,000. 

"The  rise  in  elementary  and  high  school  en- 
rollment calls  for  36,800  additional  classrooms 
to  accommodate  children  in  Kindergarten 
through  Grade  8  (assuming  30  pupils  to  a  class- 
room), and  14,  600  more  classrooms  for  children 
in  Grades  9  through  12  (at  25  pupils  per  class- 
room) —  a  total  of  51,400  new  classrooms. 

"Reports  to  the  U.  S.  Office  of  Education 
from  State  departments  of  education  indicate 
that  during  the  school  year  1955-56  approxi- 
mately 67,000  public  elementary  and  secondary 
school  classrooms  and  related  facilities  were 
scheduled  for  construction  at  a  cost  of  approxi- 
mately 2.5  billion  dollars.  This  compares  with 
60,000  new  classrooms,  costing  2.2  billion  dol- 
lars, the  previous  year.  The  figures  indicate 
some  progress  is  being  made  in  reducing  the 
classroom  shortage  accumulated  over  a  period 
of  years,  Dr.  Brownell  noted.  If  the  needs  of 
children  for  classrooms  are  to  be  met  in  a 
reasonable  time,  however,  the  rate  of  construc- 
tion should  be  sharply  increased,  he  said. 

"Of  the  total  of  2.5  billion  dollars  in  planned 
school  construction  last  year,  local  school  dis- 
tricts contributed  about  2  billion  dollars  and 
the  States  about  160  million  dollars  in  grants 
for  capital  outlay   and   debt   service   and   326 


million  dollars  in  loans.  The  Federal  Govern- 
ment contributed  94  million  dollars  for  school 
construction  in  Federally-affected  areas. 

"Although  there  was  a  gain  of  64,000  in  the 
total  number  of  classroom  teachers  employed  in 
the  United  States  during  1955-56  over  that  of 
1954-55,  the  Office  of  Education  reports  nearly 
80,000  public  school  teachers  employed  who  do 
not  meet  minimum  certification  standards.  How- 
ever, efforts  to  meet  certification  standards, 
which  vary  from  State  to  State,  are  being  made 
by  increasingly  larger  numbers  of  teachers  each 
year. 

"Entering  the  teaching  profession  for  the  first 
time  this  fall  will  be  76,100  men  and  women 
who  have  been  graduated  from  colleges  and 
universities  with  specialized  teacher  education. 
The  shortage  of  qualified  elementary  and  high 
school  teachers,  as  schools  open  this  fall,  is 
estimated  by  the  Office  of  Education  at  approx- 
imately 120,700.  Last  fall  the  teacher  shortage 
estimate  was  141,300. 

"Forecasts  for  the  next  10  years  indicate  a 
continuing  upward  trend  in  numbers  of  chi'drpn 
to  be  educated  in  the  United  States,  according 
to  the  Office  of  Education.  The  predicted  in- 
crease between  1956  and  1965  has  been  tenta- 
tively estimated  at  30  percent. 

"Terming  school  costs  'investments  in  edu- 
cation,' the  Office  of  Education  estimates  that 
the  Nation's  public  elementary  and  secondary 
schools  last  year  expended  $380  per  pupil  for  all 
purposes,  or  a  total  of  about  10.6  billion  dollars. 

"According  to  the  Office  of  Education,  58.1 
percent  of  the  funds  for  public  education  are 
obtained  through  local  property  taxes.  State 
taxes  on  income,  sales,  and  other  measures  of 
business  activity  produce  37.4  percent  of  the 
funds  for  public  schools.  The  Federal  Govern- 
ment pays  the  remaining  4.5  percent. 

"Other  significant  educational  facts  reported 
by  the  Office  of  Education  on  the  eve  of  another 
academic  year  for  the  Nation's  schools  and  col- 
leges: 

".  .  .  One  of  every  four  persons  in  the  United 
States  will  be  attending  school  or  college  this 
year. 

".  .  .  More  pupils  are  attending  high  school 
than  ever  before  in  our  Nation's  history,  and 
more  students  are  staying  in  school  to  graduate. 
Ten  years  ago  78  percent  of  young  people  14  to 
17  years  of  age  were  enrolled  in  school.  Today 
87  percent  in  that  age  group  are  enrolled.  Ten 
years  ago  40  percent  of  youna:  people  in  school 
stayed  to  graduate.  Today  55  percent  stay  to 
graduate. 

".  .  .  Reorganization  of  administrative  units, 
which  reduces  the  number  of  school  districts 
and  results  in  consolidation  of  many  small 
schools  into  larger  and  more  efficient  school 
plants,  usually  calls  for  increased  pupil  trans- 
portation. The  Office  of  Education  reports  that

more  than  10  million  children  will  be  trans- 
ported to  and  from  school  in  approximately 
170,000  vehicles  during  1956-57.  This  means 
that  almost  one-third  of  all  the  Nation's  public 
school  pupils  ride  to  and  from  school  each  day 
in  public  school  buses  or  other  vehicles  at  a  cost 
of  375  million  dollars. 

".  .  .  Fifty  percent  of  those  who  graduate 
from  high  school  go  on  to  college  as  full-time  or 
part-time  students. 

".  .  .  Resources  for  the  education  of  young 
people  beyond  the  high  school  will  have  to  be 
considerably  expanded  in  the  years  ahead.  Ac- 
cording to  the  Office  of  Education  college-uni- 
versity enrollment  will  increase  from  its  present 
3.2  million  to  about  6.4  million  by  1970. 

".  .  .  The  1950  Census  showed  that  unem- 
ployment rates  are  about  50  percent  higher 
among  young  men  who  drop  out  of  high  school 
than  among  those  who  graduate. 

".  .  .  Most  State  departments  of  education 
have  established  school  housing  service  units  to 
increase  assistance,  direction,  and  leadership 
services  in  local  school  plant  planning  and  man- 
agement programs. 

".  .  .  School  architects,  designers,  and  manu- 
facturers of  school  furniture  and  equipment, 
and  school  administrators  are  planning  changes 
and  improvements  in  school  facilities  and  equip- 
ment based  on  space  requirements  of  children 
of  different  ages  and  physical  sizes.  This  plan- 
ning takes  into  consideration  learning  activities 
of  children  at  different  grade  levels.  Included 
in  this  planning  are  provisions  for  the  11  per- 
cent of  the  Nation's  children  who  are  left- 
handed."

The  Naval  Reserve  Officers  School  is  part 
of  a  national  program  designed  to  broaden  the 
knowledge  and  professional  competence  of 
Naval  Reserve  officers  not  on  active  duty.  Col- 
lege-level training  is  offered  in  a  variety  of 
naval  subjects.  Officers  enrolled  in  the  school 
attend  classes  at  Treasure  Island  each  Wednes- 
day evening  for  40  weeks  from  September  to 
June.  This  permits  them  to  keep  their  naval 
commissions  active  and  to  meet  professional  re- 
quirements for  promotion. 

The  national  Reserve  Officers  School  pro- 
gram ended  its  third  year  in  June  with  7,500 
officers  enrolled.  The  Treasure  Island  school, 
the  largest  in  the  United  States,  had  an  enroll- 
ment this  year  of  450  officers.  Similar  schools 
are  located  at  San  Jose,  Sacramento,  Fresno, 
and  Salt  Lake  City.

"American  Education  Week" 


President  Eisenhower,  in  an  official  procla- 
mation, has  called  upon  the  nation  to  set  aside 
American  Education  Week,  November  11-17,  as 
a  "week  of  dedication  to  education"  and  has 
termed  the  observance  a  "fitting  opportunity  for 
the  exchange  of  views  upon  educational  prob- 
lems and  progress." 

Stressing  the  need  for  "good  schools  to  keep 
America  strong,"  the  President  called  this  36th 
annual  observance  "especially  significant  ...  in 
terms  of  local  community  needs  and  required 
action.  .  . ." 

The  full  text  of  the  President's  proclamation 
reads : 

"WHEREAS  since  the  founding  of  our  Na- 
tion, our  citizens  have  zealously  worked  and 
sacrificed  to  provide  schools  and  colleges  for  the 
education  of  our  children,  our  youths,  and  our 
adults;  and 

"WHEREAS  the  White  House  Conference  on 
Education  held  in  1955,  with  delegates  from  all 
the  States  and  Territories,  representing  millions 
of  citizens  of  all  races,  faiths,  and  walks  of  life, 
reemphasized  the  needs  of  the  Nation  for  more 
and  better  schools  and  colleges  to  the  end  that 
our  people  through  improved  education  may 
make  a  greater  contribution  to  the  progress  and 
future  welfare  of  America,  and  to  the  peace  and 
well-being  of  the  world;  and 

"WHEREAS  the  setting  aside  of  a  special  ed- 
ucation week  each  year  provides  a  fitting  oppor- 
tunity for  parents  and  educators  and  the  public 
generally  to  visit  schools  and  educational  institu- 
tions, to  express  their  appreciation  of  the  work 
of  our  teachers  and  school  officials,  and  to  ex- 
change views  upon  educational  problems  and 
progress : 

"NOW,  THEREFORE,  I,  DWIGHT  D. 
EISENHOWER,  President  of  the  United  States 
of  America,  do  hereby  designate  the  period  from 
November  11  to  November  17,  1956,  as  Ameri- 
can Education  Week;  and  I  urge  the  fullest  pos- 
sible participation  in  the  observance  of  that 
week  by  the  people  throughout  the  United 
States.  This  week  of  dedication  to  education  and 
to  the  efforts  and  achievements  of  teachers, 
school  and  college  administrators,  and  others  in 


this  important  area  of  public  service  is  especially 
significant  during  this  first  year  of  appraisal,  in 
terms  of  local  community  needs  and  required 
action,  of  the  recommendations  made  by  the 
White  House  Conference  on  Education.  Let  us 
all  stress  the  need  for  good  schools  to  keep 
America  strong. 

"IN  WITNESS  WHEREOF,  I  have  hereunto 
set  my  hand  and  caused  the  Seal  of  the  United 
States  of  America  to  be  affixed. 

DWIGHT  D.  EISENHOWER"

Setting  themselves  the  goal  of  matching  the 
success  of  the  recent  big  political  Convention 
which  demonstrated  that  San  Francisco  is  the 
ideal  meeting  place  for  conventions,  the  San 
Francisco  branch  of  the  California  Retired 
Teachers'  Association  will  act  as  hosts  to  the 
delegates  of  the  CRTA,  who  are  coming  here 
from  all  parts  of  the  State,  to  meet  in  conven- 
tion, on  October  4  and  5.

Retired  Deputy  Superintendent  of  Schools  Mrs.  Mary  M. 
Fitz-Gerald  Passes 


Mrs.  Mary  M.  Fitz-Gerald,  retired  deputy 
superintendent  of  San  Francisco's  Public 
Schools,  who  added  much  to  the  civic,  cultural 
and  professional  stature  of  teachers  during 
forty-three  years  she  served  in  the  schools  of 
this  city,  died  on  Tuesday,  September  11,  in  her 
ninety-sixth  year. 


Mrs.  Mary  M.  Fitz-Gerald 

The  San  Francisco  Examiner  in  its  issue  of 
September  14,  1956,  commented  on  Mrs.  Fitz- 
Gerald's  many  years  of  service  as  an  educator 
as  follows: 

"She  became  one  of  the  first  educators  in  the 
State  and  in  the  Nation  to  give  serious  consider- 
ation to  special  education. 

"She  was  a  founder  of  the  Northern  Califor- 
nia Council  for  Exceptional  Children,  the  Sun- 
shine School  for  handicapped  youngsters,  a  num- 
ber of  local  schools  for  the  deaf  and  of  post 
World  War  I  Americanization  classes  for  the 
foreign  born. 

"She  made  adult  education  an  accepted 
branch  of  the  school  system,  when  in  1925,  she 
was  appointed  deputy  superintendent  in  charge 
of  that  division. 

"Although  she  was  an  accomplished  painter, 
musician,  writer  and  speaker,  Mrs.  Fitz-Gerald, 
in  her  own  words,  scorned  the  'mediocrity  of 
excellence'  in  favor  of  the  meatier  rewards  of 
of  social  work  and  education. 

"She  was  a  leader  of  the  suffragette  move- 
ment here  and  a  founder  of  the  San  Francisco 
City  and  County  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs, 
Kate  Kennedy  Women's  Club,  California  Feder- 
ation of  School  Women's  Clubs  and  California 
Bay  Section  of  Administrative  Women  in  Edu- 
cation. She  also  held  membership  in  an  addi- 
tional two  dozen  civic  and  educational  organi- 


zations. 

"Mrs.  Fitz-Gerald  attracted  considerable  pub- 
lic attention  during  the  1906  fire  and  earth- 
quake, when  she  organized  the  Juvenile  Pro- 
tective Association  to  keep  children  engaged  in 
useful  activities.  She  established  schools  in  the 
parks  and  public  squares  and  enrolled  thousands 
of  parents  and  other  residents  in  a  plan  to  keep 
families  intact  during  the  months  which  fol- 
lowed. 

"She  served  as  a  teacher  and  administrator  for 
a  total  of  twenty-six  years.  Sixteen  of  them  were 
spent  as  principal  of  the  John  Sweet  School;  she 
also  had  briefer  associations  with  the  Denman 
School,  and  the  old  Mission  Grammar,  San 
Francisco  Normal  and  Parental  Schools. 

"Her  career  came  to  an  end  in  1931  when,  at 
the  age  of  71,  she  was  seriously  injured  in  an 
automobile  accident.  She  returned  to  her  work 
six  weeks  later,  then  suffered  a  relapse  from 
which  she  never  fully  recovered.  .  .  ." 

An  unusual  honor  was  conferred  upon  her  by 
the  Board  of  Education  on  her  retirement,  nam- 
ing her  Deputy  Superintendent  Emeritus  by 
Board  action.  This  is  a  signal  honor  never  before 
or  since  conferred  upon  any  person  in  the  San 
Francisco  School  Department.

An  opportunity  to  enroll  in  a  college  course  in 
Shakespeare  by  way  of  television  is  being  pro- 
vided by  the  University  of  San  Francisco  this 
fall.  The  course  is  the  third  in  the  series  given  by 
the  renowned  Dr.  Frank  C.  Baxter  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Southern  California.  Through  the  fa- 
cilities of  station  KQED,  Channel  9,  USF  will 
offer  the  course  on  Monday  evenings,  from 
8:30  to  9: 15  beginning  September  24  and  end- 
ing with  a  final  examination  on  the  USF  campus 
on  Saturday,  January  19.  The  course  will  carry 
one  unit  of  academic  credit  which  will  be  ac- 
cepted by  the  San  Francisco  School  Department 
for  salary  increment. 

Not  only  are  teachers  urged  to  take  advantage 
of  this  opportunity  to  take  a  college  course  at 
home  but  also  high  school  English  students 
studying  Shakespeare  coud  profit  from  auditing 
the  course  for  classroom  discussion  purposes.

The  threat  to  Proposition  A  is  complacency. 
Since  a  bond  issue  must  have  a  two-thirds  ma- 
jority to  pass,  teachers  must  understand  the 
issue  and  explain  it  to  the  public.  A  favorable 
vote  is  certain  if  the  public  understands.  In 
June,  1948,  a  school  bond  issue  failed  at  the 
polls  in  San  Francisco  because  it  was  not  under- 
stood by  the  electorate;  only  five  months  later 
a  school  bond  issue  passed  by  a  three-to-one 
majority  after  the  public  had  been  informed 
about  it.  To  insure  passage  of  Proposition  A,  its 
proponents  must  disseminate  information  to  the 
voting  public. 

"Why   is    a    $27,000,000    school    bond    issue 


necessary?  Why  is  Proposition  A  submitted  to 
the  voters?" 

Between  now  and  November  6,  these  ques- 
tions will  be  asked  of  every  teacher  by  his  stu- 
dents and  their  parents,  by  his  neighbors,  by  his 
friends.  Every  teacher  in  San  Francisco  will  feel 
it  is  his  professional  responsibility  to  be  able  to 
answer  these  inquiries. 

Proposition  A  provides  funds  for  school  con- 
struction in  San  Francisco;  whereas  Proposition 
2,  the  proposed  state  school  bond  issue,  provides 
money  for  districts  with  no  other  source  of 
funds.  Proposition  A  has  two  purposes:   (1)  to

The  warehouse  is  faced  with  a  shortage  of 
collapsible  wooden  boxes  used  for  the  delivery 
of  supplies.  If  you  have  empties  in  your  school, 
you  are  requested  to  get  these  collapsible  boxes 
back  in  circulation  by  asking  the  truck  drivers 
to  return  them  to  the  warehouse  at  the  time 
supplies  deliveries  are  being  made  to  your  school.

construct  new  schools  and  additions  to  existing 
schools  for  present  and  future  needs,  (2)  to 
modernize  old  buildings.  The  program  is  based 
on  maximum  utilization  of  existing  facilities; 
the  proposed  expansion  simply  insures  that 
more  San  Francisco  neighborhoods  will  be  ade- 
quately served. 

New  buildings  are  needed  because  of  increas- 
ing enrollment  in  San  Francisco  Schools.  For 
example,  the  accompanying  pictures  show  stu- 
dents at  .Balboa  High  School  carrying  on  edu- 
cational activities  in  a  windowless  room  never 
intended  for  a  classroom  and  elementary  pupils 
playing  in  an  alley  used  as  a  "play  yard"  at 
Commodore  Stockton  School.  Among  other 
things,  the  bond  issue  authorized  by  Proposition 
A  will  build  a  new  high  schol  to  eliminate 
crowding  at  Balboa  and  a  new  elementary 
school  in  North  Beach-Chinatown  to  relieve  the 
overcrowding  in  the  schools  of  that  area.  The 
bonds  will  alleviate  similar  conditions  now  exist- 
ing in  schools  throughout  the  city. 

New  and  enlarged  schools  are  especially  need- 
ed in  some  areas  of  the  city  because  of  shifts  in 
population.  For  example,  until  recently  fewer 
than  one  third  of  the  children  in  San  Francisco 
lived  south  of  a  line  drawn  through  the  geo- 
graphical center  of  the  city.  In  1961  more  than 


three  fifths  of  them  will  live  south  of  this  line. 
Therefore,  the  acute  need  for  two  new  high 
schools  and  expansion  of  other  facilities  in  the 
southern  half  of  San  Francisco  is  obvious.  How- 
ever, proposed  buildings  are  not  designed  for 
peak  enrollments  but  for  the  period  when  the 
population  has  leveled  off;  bungalow  buildings 
and  improvised  classrooms  will  be  used  temp- 
orarily. 

Modernization  and  replacement  of  many 
obsolete  buildings  are  also  drastically  needed. 
The  shack-type  building  at  Francisco  Junior 
High  School  is  an  example  of  the  unfit  buildings 
that  many  of  our  students  must  occupy.  Passage 
of  Proposition  A  will  assure  adequate  facilities 
at  this  and  several  other  schools  in  the  city. 

The  Board  of  Education  is  pledged  to  carry 
out  definitely  prescribed  projects.  Proposition  A 
is  not  a  request  for  a  blank  check;  it  is  a  request 
for  endorsement  of  a  thoroughly  developed,  con- 
scientious plan  to  meet  the  educational  needs 
of  San  Francisco. 


This  article  is  the  first  of  a  series  clarifying  the 
complex  situation  which  makes  passage  of  Propo- 
sition A  a  vital  necessity.  The  principal  of  every 
school  will  make  available  complete  information 
about  the  bond  issue  so  that  teachers  may  feel 
competent  to  discuss  Proposition  A.

If  you  will  visit  the  Jose  Ortega  School  a  few 
weeks  from  now,  you  will  see  four  bungalows 
being  moved  onto  the  school  grounds  as  a  tem- 
porary stop-gap  so  that  children  of  primary- 
school  age  will  not  have  to  be  transported  to 
schools  outside  the  district.  School  bonds  auth- 
orized by  Proposition  A  will  provide  an  addition 
to  the  building  to  care  for  kindergarten-primary 
children  living  in  the  immediate  area. 

But  portable  buildings  cannot  solve  every 
case  of  overcrowding,  even  temporarily.  Visit 
Golden  Gate  School  and  you  will  find  that  stu- 
dents from  fourth,  fifth,  and  sixth  grades  in  this 


district  are  required  to  attend  Pacific  Heights 
School  an  unreasonable  distance  away.  Even 
with  only  the  kindergarten  and  the  first  three 
grades  attending  Golden  Gate,  the  school  yard 
is  so  limited  that  safety  precautions  make  it  im- 
possible to  permit  pupils  to  play  games  during 
recess  and  lunch  periods.  Shifting  and  ever-in- 
creasing school  population  in  this  general  area 
has  forced  school  authorities  to  pull  in  the 
boundary  of  John  Muir  School  district  until  it 
it  only  one  block  away  from  the  school  building 
on  one  side.  The  addition  proposed  for  Golden 
Gate  School  in  Proposition  A  will  enable  chil-

dren  to  attend  school  in  their  own  district,  will 
distribute  students  more  evenly  throughout  the 
various  schools  of  the  area,  and  will  provide 
better,  safer  play  space. 

If  you  visit  Starr  King  School,  you  will  not 
find  pupils  in  grades  four,  five,  and  six  there 
either.  These  children  walk  down  a  very  steep 
hill  and  cross  the  Bayshore  Freeway  to  attend 
classes  in  an  old  1913  frame  building  which  was 
to  have  been  abandoned  years  ago.  Passage  of 
Proposition  A  will  enable  construction  of  an 
addition  to  Starr  King  which  will  make  is  possi- 
ble for  the  children  in  the  neighborhood  to  at- 
tend school  in  their  own  district. 

If  you  visit  any  of  the  schools  in  the  China- 
town-North Beach  area,  you  will  find  unsatis- 
factory conditions  which  result  from  overcrowd- 
ing. At  Commodore  Stockton  School  the  chil- 
dren spend  their  recess  and  noon  periods  in  a 
roped-off  alley  which  serves  as  a  play  yard. 
Even  after  the  annex  now  under  construction 
for  this  school  is  completed  next  spring,  pupils 
in  more  than  four  elementary  classes  will  still 
have  to  attend  schools  outside  the  area,  and 
children  from  other  schools  in  this  area  will  also 
have  to  be  transported  out  of  the  district.  The 


North  Beach  area  of  San  Francisco  has  shown 
a  tremendous  increase  in  elementary  enrollment. 
The  new  school  proposed  for  this  district  under 
Proposition  A  will  alleviate  some  of  the  pupil 
classroom  needs. 

If  you  visit  Longfellow  School,  you  will  realize 
at  a  glance  that  this  relic  of  1911  is  in  such  a 
bad  state  of  repair  that  renovation  is  not  eco- 
nomically feasible.  You  will  find  no  running 
water  in  classrooms.  The  toilets  nearest  some  of 
the  rooms  are  three  floors  below.  There  is  no 
space  for  teaching  instrumental  music,  no  place 
for  the  school  nurse  or  the  speech  teacher,  and 
no  all-purpose  room.  There  are  only  makeshift 
facilities  for  serving  hot  lunches.  You  will  be 
schocked  that  children  in  San  Francisco  have 
been  forced  to  attend  classes  under  such  un- 
favorable conditions.  Passage  of  Proposition  A 
will  provide  a  complete  replacement  for  Long- 
fellow School. 

If  you  drive  to  a  vantage  point  from  which 
you  can  see  the  south,  east,  and  west  slopes  of 
Twin  Peaks,  you  will  see  block  after  block  of 
new  and  partially  completed  houses  as  well  as 
many  acres  of  land  being  prepared  for  construc-

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maximum  capacity  (14,530)  of  present  build- 
ings. Since  the  enrollment  in  1961  will  exceed 
16,000,  the  urgent  need  for  additional  facilities 
is  apparent.  This  year,  four  high  schools  have 
been  forced  to  limit  enrollment,  many  -students 
already  find  no  space  available  in  courses  in 
basic  subjects,  and  many  classes  are  meeting  in 
improvised  classrooms  where  facilities  are  in- 
adequate or  obsolete. 

The  proposed  two  new  high  schools  are  to  be 
situated  where  they  will  best  serve  the  shifting 
school  population.  Until  recently  fewer  than 
one  third  of  the  children  of  San  Francisco 
lived  south  of  a  line  drawn  through  the  geo- 
graphical center  of  the  city.  By  1961  more  than 
three  fifths  of  them  will  live  south  of  this  line. 
The  school  construction  program  as  a  whole 
has  been  planned  in  accordance  with  this  shift, 
and  the  high  schools  proposed  under  Proposi- 
tion A  are  located  with  special  consideration 
of  the  trend.  At  present  only  two  of  our  seven 
high  schools  are  in  the  southern  half  of  the  city, 
where  more  than  half  of  the  students  reside. 
It  is  logical,  therefore,  that  the  two  new  high 
schools  should  be  built  in  this  area. 

Proposition  A  authorizes  construction  of  a 
new  senior  high  school  in  the  southeastern  sec- 
tion of  San  Francisco  to  accommodate  the  two 
thousand  children  now  attending  elementary 
schools  in  the  area  who  will  be  entering  high 
school  in  1961.  The  site  is  already  owned  by  the 
School  Department.  Another  new  high  school 
will  be  built  in  the  heavily  populated  south- 
western section  of  San  Francisco  on  another 
vacant  site  which  has  already  been  acquired. 
It  has  been  proposed  that  this  school,  in  addi- 
tion to  serving  the  residents  of  the  area,  also  be 
used  to  replace  the  present  Lowell  High  School. 

In  addition  to  these  two  new  high  schools, 
Proposition  A  will  enable  much-needed  modern- 
ization of  Polytechnic  High  School,  the  partial 
completion  of  athletic  fields  and  shower  and 
locker  facilities  at  Abraham  Lincoln,  Balboa, 
and  George  Washington  High  Schools,  and  the 
remodeling  of  various  existing  buildings  to  pro- 
vide additional  classrooms  and  laboratories.  If 
Proposition  A  is  passed,  the  enormous  increase 
in  high-school  student  population  can  be  han- 
dled smoothly  without  lowering  the  level  of 
instruction. 

Approval  of  Proposition  A  will  also  enable

Roosevelt  Junior  High  School  needs  expanded 
yard  space 


On  November  6  the  voters  have  an  oppor- 
tunity to  provide  necessary  funds  for  school 
construction  in  San  Francisco  by  approving 
Proposition  A,  the  school  bond  issue.  Teachers 
must  have  sufficient  information  to  explain 
this  issue  to  their  students  and  the  public  so 
that  the  electorate  will  be  fully  acquainted 
with  the  facts. 

During  the  last  eight  years  twenty-six  new 
elementary  schools  and  three  new  junior  high 
schools  have  been  built  in  San  Francisco,  and 
former  Girls  High  School  has  been  converted 
into  Benjamin  Franklin  Junior  High  School. 
But  no  new  senior  high  school  has  been  built 
since  1940.  It  is  obvious  that,  when  the  full 
tide  of  students  now  filling  all  of  these  other 
schools  reaches  high-school  age,  there  will  be 
a  tremendous  and  overriding  need  for  addi- 
tional facilities  at  the  high  school  level.  We  can 
expect  a  steady  and  rapid  increase  in  high- 
school  enrollment  for  the  next  half  dozen  years. 
In  1955-56  the  enrollment  reached  13,500,

extensive  and  much-needed  additions  to  six 
junior  high  schools  and  the  remodeling  required 
by  the  transfer  of  educational  activities  to  these 
new  quarters.  Here  are  the  problems  that  will 
be  solved: 

Silver  Avenue  Junior  High  School,  now  un- 
der construction,  can  be  entirely  completed  and 
adequate  facilities  provided  only  if  Proposition 
A  is  passed.  Present  funds  allow  for  partial 
completion  to  accommodate  a  maximum  of 
only  1080  students,  but  by  1958  it  will  have  to 
accommodate  1451. 

Portola  Junior  High  School  very  badly  needs 
the  additions  which  Proposition  A  will  provide. 
At  present  shops  are  located  in  classrooms  in- 
tended for  academic  subjects,  and  locker  rooms 
and  a  temporary  gymnasium  are  in  an  annex 
planned  for  shops.  As  a  result  both  the  shops 
and  the  physical  education  plant  are  totally 
inadequate. 

Horace  Mann  Junior  High  School,  the  oldest 
junior  high  school  building  in  San  Francisco,

is  no  longer  adequate  because  of  increased  en- 
rollment and  limited  facilities.  The  health,  mu- 
sic, and  counseling  and  guidance  programs 
must  be  carried  on  in  improvised  classrooms, 
and  the  library  is  in  makeshift  quarters.  Unless 
the  bond  issue  passes,  it  will  be  impossible  for 
this  school  to  carry  on  an  adequate  instructional 
program. 

James  Denman  Junior  High  School,  although 
it  is  sixteen  years  old,  has  never  been  completed. 
Proposition  A  will  construct  an  auditorium  and 
rooms  especially  planned  for  the  teaching  of 
music  and  dramatics. 

Roosevelt  Junior  High  School  is  assured  of 
adequate  facilities  for  instruction  in  physical 
education  under  Proposition  A.  Because  of  lack 
of  yard  space,  many  physical  education  classes 
have  to  be  conducted  on  the  school  roof. 

Francisco  Junior  High  School  has  unique 
problems.  Parts  of  the  school  plant  are  old 
frame  and  sheet-metal  buildings;  another  part 
(Continued  on  Page  4) 
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is  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  street  from  the  rest 
of  the  school;  and  since  there  is  no  yard  space 
whatsoever,  all  outdoor  activities  are  conduct- 
ed at  the  North  Beach  Playground,  approxi- 
mately 2/2  blocks  from  the  school.  Many  of  the 
serious  problems  resulting  from  this  situation 
will  be  solved  by  Proposition  A. 

The  school  bond  issue  will  enable  the  San 
Francisco  Unified  School  District  to  provide 
facilities  adequate  for  carrying  on  educational 
activities  of  high  quality.  Passage  of  Proposition 
A  will  assure  more  adequate  space  for  educa- 
tional procedures,  alleviate  overcrowding,  allow 
for  replacement  of  obsolete  facilities  and  equip- 
ment, and  in  general  provide  a  better  education 
for  the  children  of  San  Francisco.

The  Dwight  Newton  Examiner  Schoolcast 
may  now  be  heard  by  schools  at  two  times  and 
stations.  On  Monday,  Wednesday,  and  Friday 
the  popular  program  may  be  received  from  the 
Board  of  Education  FM  radio  station  KALW, 
located  at  the  O'Connell  Technical  Institute, 
by  rebroadcast,  at  2:15-2:30  p.m.,  at  which 
time  KFRC  originates  the  program.  On  Mon- 
day, Tuesday  and  Thursday  mornings  KALW 
will  repeat  the  previous  day's  broadcast  by  tape 
at  9:30  -  9:45  a.m.,  to  allow  schools  to  use  the 
show  at  a  more  convenient  time  or  to  review 
the  previous  day's  material. 

All  San  Francisco  schools  are  equipped  with 
a  special  portable  "Freed-Eismeann  Educator" 
AM-FM  receiver  which  teachers  may  use  in 
individual  classrooms. 

Any  reception  problems  may  be  referred  tc» 
KALW  by  calling  ATwater  2-9341. 
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Proposition  A,  which  comes  before  the  voters 
of  San  Francisco  on  November  6,  provides  for 
the  construction  of  facilities  for  all  levels  of 
education.  The  electorate  should  be  informed 
in  detail  concerning  the  varied  and  highly  ur- 
gent projects  for  which  the  appropriation  will 
be  used.  Earlier  articles  have  considered  the 
building  program  as  it  will  affect  education  on 
the  elementary,  junior  high,  and  senior  high 
school  levels.  A  review  of  the  improvements 
projected  under  Proposition  A  for  San  Fran- 
cisco's vocational  high  school  and  junior  col- 
lege further  reveal  the  comprehensive  nature  of 
the  master  plan  for  development  of  adequate 
educational  facilities. 

John  O'Connell  Vocational  High  School  and 
Technical  Institute  is  a  remodeled  industrial 
building  serving  as  a  vocational  high  school  and 
as  an  institution  offering  apprentice  and  trade- 
extension  training.  For  the  more  than  five  hun- 
dred boys  enrolled  in  the  high-school  division, 
there  are  no  facilities  for  teaching  physical  edu- 
cation as  required  by  state  law.  During  inclem- 
ent weather  when  a  neighborhood  playground 
is  not  satisfactory  even  as  a  makeshift  area  for 
these  activities,  no  space  whatsoever  is  available. 
Furthermore,  there  are  no  shower  rooms  and  no 
space  for  holding  assemblies.  If  Proposition  A 
is  approved,  a  combination  gymnasium  and  aud- 
itorium will  be  constructed,  which  will  also  be 
available  to  the  evening  vocational  division  for 
apprentices  and  journeymen  at  O'Connell.  Caf- 
eteria facilities  will  also  be  constructed  so  that 
the  training  program  for  cooks  and  bakers  can 
be  expanded. 

City  College  of  San  Francisco,  ever  since  its 
establishment  in  1935,  has  been  unable  to  meet 
fully  the  needs  of  its  students  because  its  facil- 
ities have  been  inadequate  to  serve  the  numbers 
in  attendance.  Since  the  war  there  has  been  a 
tremendous  increase  in  enrollment  because  of 
expansion  of  the  program  of  courses  accredited 
by  other  colleges  and  universities  and  because 
of  the  thirty-one  distinct  two-year  programs 
offered  in  semiprofessional  fields.  .Because  stu- 
dents do  not  pay  fees  for  instruction  and  since 
employers  are  requiring  more  college-trained 
workers,  the  enrollment  at  City  College  is  cer- 
tain to  continue  to  increase.  At  present  there 
are  5300  students  enrolled  in  the  day  division, 
fully  as  many  as  are  registered  in  many  of  the 


great  universities  of  the  nation.  A  conservative 
estimate  of  the  enrollment  for  fall,  1957,  is  6000 
students,  an  increase  of  over  ten  percent  in  a 
single  year.  This  increase  will  continue  until  by 
1960  the  enrollment  will  reach  7200,  an  increase 
of  more  than  one  third  in  four  years.  At  present 
more  than  50  percent  of  all  San  Francisco  high- 
school  graduates  who  continue  their  education 
do  so  at  City  College;  this  percentage  is  certain 
to  increase  because  of  crowded  conditions  in 
the  four-year  colleges  and  universities  of  the 
state.  Obviously  City  College  will  serve  an  in- 
creasingly broad  cross  section  of  the  community.

The  tremendous  influx  of  students  at  City 
College  has  already  put  a  strain  on  existing 
facilities;  inevitable  future  increases  will  make 
additional  structures  mandatory.  The  buildings 
proposed  for  the  College  under  Proposition  A 
are  essentially  the  additional  classrooms  and 
laboratories  that  will  enable  it  to  accommodate 
an  enrollment  of  7200  forseen  for  1960. 

This  series  of  articles  has  presented  in  detail 
the  building  program  proposed  under  Proposi- 
tion A.  A  brief  summary  follows. 

Proposition  A  will  provide  three  new  ele- 
mentary schools  and  additions  to  three  others 
to  allow  pupils  to  attend  school  in  their  own 
districts,  to  save  the  expense  of  transporting 
pupils  from  one  district  to  another,  to  alleviate 
overcrowding  in  existing  schools,  and  to  afford 
modern  in  place  of  obsolete  educational  facili- 
ties. 

This  bond  issue  will  also  make  possible  con- 
struction of  additions  to  six  junior  high  schools 
and  necessary  remodeling  so  that  space  can  be

provided  for  special  educational  activities,  so 
that  obsolete  and  inadequate  buildings  can  be 
replaced,  and  so  that  proper  facilities  for  music 
and  health  education,  counseling  services,  and 
libraries  can  be  constructed. 


In  addition,  Proposition  A  will  enable  con- 
struction of  two  urgently  needed  new  senior  high 
schools,  the  remodeling  of  an  existing  senior 
high  school,  and  the  improving  and  remodeling 
of  crowded  and  outmoded  facilities  in  the  other 
high  schools  of  the  city.

The  Story  of  Jedediah  Smith 

By  Clarence  Coonan 

We  are  here  to  dedicate  a  school  building  and 
honor  the  memory  of  a  great  American,  Jede- 
diah Smith,  the  Pathfinder.  When  the  older 
among  us  were  learning  our  California  his- 
tory, Fremont  was  the  man  who  enjoyed  the 
name  "pathfinder  of  the  Western  United  States," 
but  this  was  a  grevious  misnomer  which  but 
recently  has  been  corrected.  Fremont  came  to 
the  West  Coast  15  years  after  Smith,  and  other 
mountain  men  had  found  and  established  the 
trail  for  him.  His  service  was  great  as  a  follower 
but  not  as  a  trail  breaker,  and  his  service  un- 
doubtedly was  much  less  than  Smith's. 

Smith  was  born  on  January  6,  1799,  in  the 
small  village  of  Jericho,  now  Bainbridge,  New 
York.  He  received  a  good  education  and  at  the 
age  of  12  his  family  moved  west  to  Erie  County, 
Pennsylvania,  and  later  when  he  was  17,  the 
Smiths  moved  farteher  west  to  Ohio.  Jedediah 
left  home  in  1821  and  travelled  to  Illinois  where 
in  1823  he  read  an  advertisement  in  a  St.  Louis 
paper  calling  for  recruits  for  a  fur  expedition  up 
the  Missouri  River.  He  answered  the  advertise- 
ment and  thus  entered  the  employ  of  General 
Ashley  who  was  heading  the  expedition. 

So  Smith  became  a  "Mountain  Man",  a  type 
which  is  unique  in  our  history  and  which  existed 
for  only  25  years,  from  1820  to  1845.  But  in  that 
time  these  mountain  men  as  trappers  searched 
every  stream,  valley,  and  mountain  fastness  in 


their  quest  for  fur  animals.  The  mountain  man 
was  more  than  a  frontiersman,  for  he  was  the 
fur  seeker  wandering  ever  into  new  lands  to  find 
greater  numbers  of  beaver.  He  was  a  pathfinder 
in  the  wilds  of  our  western  world.  He  met  and 
overcame  not  only  the  savage  beasts  and  Indians, 
but  also  the  dangers  of  snows,  ice,  rainstorms, 
floods,  and  sickness  beyond  the  frontier,  which 
at  that  time  was  roughly  all  of  America  west  of 
the  Mississippi  River. 

And  Smith  was  the  greatest  of  all  the  moun- 
tain men.  As  Cleland,  the  historian,  in  his  history 
of  the  mountain  men  This  Reckless  Breed  of 
Men,  terms  him,  "Jedediah  Smith,  perhaps  the 
greatest  of  all  mountain  men.  .  ."  There  were 
many  others,  of  course,  who  won  fame  as  trap- 
pers during  this  era,  such  as  Carson,  Godey 
Walker  Beckworth,  and  Jim  Bridger;  but  Smith 
of  them  all  was  the  one  who  sought  and  found 
more  than  animal  skins  for  money,  for  he  took 
notes  and  made  maps  of  the  new  country  stretch- 
ing from  the  frontier  to  the  Pacific  Coast. 

He  traversed  a  new  land  and  a  new  land  must 
first  be  explored.  Someone  must  go  first  and  leave 
comprehensible  maps  and  written  directions  for 
others  to  follow.  This  Smith  did,  and  so  made 
possible  in  the  ensuing  years  for  our  pioneer 
forefathers,  including  the  California  gold  seekers, 
to  travel  across  the  present  western  United 
States  with  assurance  as  to  the  safe  routes  and 
knowledge  of  the  dangers  and  rigors  to  be  en- 
countered. 

While  the  many  mountain  men  explored  every 
nook  and  cranny  of  our  West  for  furs,  very  few 
made  any  record  of  where  they  had  been  or  what 
they  had  seen.  Smith  on  the  other  hand,  entered 
notes  in  his  journals  of  all  the  interesting  and 
distinguishing  topographical  features,  and  drew 
maps  or  plates  of  them,  setting  forth  the  physical 
characteristics  of  the  region  through  which  he 
passed.  Thus  he  became  the  true  pathfinder  of 
our  western  country. 

Let  us,  in  some  detail,  view  what  Jedediah 
Smith  accomplished.  In  1826  he  discovered  the 
southwest  route  to  California.  He  led  his  trap- 
pers from  the  Great  Salt  Lake  in  a  southwesterly 
direction  to  where  the  Colorado  River  now 
marks  the  boundary  of  Arizona  and  California, 
and  then  up  the  San  Joaquin  Valley  to  the  Stan-

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islaus  River  where  he  left  the  majority  of  his 
party  and  with  but  two  companions  made  his 
way  eastward  on  the  first  journey  across  the 
Nevada  and  Utah  deserts  to  Great  Salt  Lake 
rendezvous  for  recruits  and  supplies.  This  ac- 
complishment alone  is  entitled  to  rank  with 
Lewis  and  Clark's  trail  blazing  trip  to  the  mouth

of  the  Columbia  River.  This  direct  route  to  our 
state  across  the  middle  of  the  continent  was  used 
almost  entirely  by  the  immigrants  to  Oregon  and 
gold  seekers  who  came  to  California  in  the 
eighteen  forties  and  fifties. 

Later,  in  1827,  Smith  led  his  recruits  again 
over  the  southwest  trail  back  to  the  Pacific  Coast 
losing  many  of  his  men  and  all  his  animals  in  an 
Indian  attack  near  the  California  border.  With 
the  remainder  of  his  band  he  again  journeyed 
northward  through  the  San  Joaquin  Valley  to 
his  camp  on  the  Stanislaus  River,  and  in  Decem- 
ber of  1827  after  securing  supplies,  horses,  and 
mules  from  the  Mexicans  this  stout  mountain 
man  commenced  another  journey  northerly 
through  the  Sacramento  Valley. 

Smith  was  the  first  to  set  out  in  writing  the 
topography  of  the  interior  of  our  State.  The 
Spanish  had  charted  the  coastline,  but  had  never 
really  explored  very  far  from  the  ocean.  They 
.knew  something  of  California  east  of  Los  An- 
geles and  had  pursued  Indian  horse  thieves  in 
the  San  Joaquin  Valley.  Also,  they  had  made 
two  short  expeditions  up  the  Sacramento  Valley 
in  1817  and  1821,  but  their  journals  of  these 
trips  are  indefinite  and  failed  to  note  the  physical 
features  of  the  country  with  any  appreciable 
exactness. 

The  Spanish  and  Mexicans  has  never  been  to, 
in,  or  over  the  Sierra  Nevada  Mountains.  Smith 
was  indeed  the  true  pioneer  of  the  whole  of  this 
interior  California  area.  In  the  spring  of  1828. 
he  and  his  men  wended  their  way  up  the  Sacra- 
mento Valley  to  Red  Bluff  and  thence  north- 
west to  the  coast  at  the  mouth  of  the  Klamath 
River.  He  had  with  him  300  horses  and  mules 
and  I  am  unable  to  comprehend  how  he  got 
them  through  the  mountains  to  the  ocean.  Part 
of  Smith's  trail  was  down  the  west  bank  of  the 
South  Fork  of  the  Trinity  River.  As  a  boy,  I 
hunted  this  area  with  my  uncle  and  we  never 
dared  to  take  even  one  horse  through  the  tangled 
thickets  of  scrub  oak  and  manzanita  which  cover 
the  hillsides  of  the  river. 

From  the  mouth  of  the  Klamath  Smith  led 
his  men  up  the  coast  through  what  is  now 
Southern  Oregon   to  the  Umpqua  River   and 


along  this  river  to  the  east  30  miles  where  on  a 
small  tributary  the  party  suffered  an  attack  from 
Indians,  a  massacre  from  which  only  3  out  of 
19  men  escaped  with  their  lives.  Smith  was  one 
of  the  survivors,  all  three  of  whom  found  their 
way  to  Fort  Vancouver,  an  outpost  of  the  Eng- 
lish fur  trading  Hudson's  Bay  Company.  Al- 
though he  was  the  representative  of  a  rival  inter- 
est, McLoughlin,  the  chief  factor  at  Vancouver, 
helped  Smith  to  recover  from  the  Indians  some 
of  his  horses,  equipment,  and  fur  pelts. 

Later,  in  the  winter  of  1828  and  1829,  Smith 
and  two  companions  made  a  seemingly  impossi- 
ble trip  back  to  the  states.  He  lived  only  a  few 
years  after  his  return  from  the  Pacific  Coast. 
While  conducting  a  party  and  caravan  to  Mexi- 
co, he  was  searching  by  himself  for  water  and 
was  surprised  and  killed  by  a  band  of  Comanche 
Indians.  He  was  but  32  years  of  age  at  his  death. 
Short  years  for  a  life,  but  what  Smith  had 
crowded  into  them  for  the  United  States  and 
for  our  State  of  California  has  made  his  accomp- 
lishments a  great  heritage  for  us  who  have 
been  so  benefited  by  his  works  and  his  trials. 

For  many  years,  and  until  comparatively  re- 
cent times,  very  little  was  known  of  Jedediah 
Smith,  his  travels,  and  contributions  to  our 
knowledge  of  the  West.  He  was  an  indefinite 
figure,  and  then  Dr.  Dale,  a  University  of  Wyo- 
ming professor,  by  searching  in  the  Missouri 
State  Library  found  fragmentary  bits  of  a  journ- 
al by  Smith's  secretary  Rogers.  In  1918,  Dr. 
Dale  wrote  and  published  a  history  about  Smith 
and  General  Ashley.  This  journal  and  other 
papers  included  in  the  history  considerably  in- 
creased the  current  knowledge  of  the  man. 

Then,  in  1934,  Maurice  Sullivan  found  a  part 
of  Smith's  own  journal  and  other  of  his  papers. 
The  publication  of  this  latest  find  offered  addi- 
tional facts  about  this  interesting  mountain  man. 
The  book  also  greatly  increased  the  world's  ap- 
preciation of  Smith's  trip  through  Southern  and 
Northern  California  in  1826,  1827,  and  1828, 
and  other  information  about  his  life  and  explora- 
tions. 

Very  recently,  one  of  our  outstanding  cartog- 
raphers, Carl  Wheat,  discovered  among  the  pos- 
sessions of  the  Geographical  Society  of  New 
York  important  data  on  Smith's  interest  in  and 
his  contributions  to  the  early  maps  of  our  West- 
ern America.  Wheat,  with  Dr.  Morgan,  the 
writer  of  the  recent  biography  of  Smith's  life 
collaborated  with  the  California  Historical  So- 
ciety in  publishing  a  beautiful  book  which  in- 
cludes a  comprehensive  enumeration  as  well  as 
facsimilies  of  many  maps  which  were  affected 
by  Smith's  discoveries. 

While  there  are  none  of  Smith's  maps  which 
are  now  known  to  be  in  existence,  there  can  be 
no  question  but  that  he  made  some  which  were 
used  by  others.  Features  in  subsequent  maps 
which  could  only  have  come  from  Smith  makes 
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this  statement  plausible,  for  he  was  the  only  per- 
son who  at  the  time  had  been  in  the  places  and 
had  given  names  which  were  used  by  these  later 
men. 

The  earliest  maps  which  were  influenced  by 
Smith's  travels  in  the  west  were  two  French 
maps,  the  first  in  1833  by  a  cartographer  named 
Brue,  followed  by  a  second  one  in  1934  by  Brue's 
widow.  In  these  two  maps  items  were  included 
that  have  Smith  as  their  source.  In  1836,  Galla- 
tin published  his  map  which  depended  on  a 
sketch  map  by  Smith,  and  which  Gallatin  had 
before  him  when  working  on  his  own  map.  This 
latter  map  set  forth  Smith's  route  to  California 
in  1826  and  in  1827.  In  1839,  Burr's  map  of 
Western  America  came  out  which  included 
Smith's  place  names,  and  in  1841  the  Wilkes' 
map  showed  references  to  Smith's  detailed  facts 
of  what  is  now  Utah,  Nevada,  Arizona,  Cali- 
fornia, Oregon,  and  Idaho. 

As  much  of  these  maps  disclose  a  reliance  on 
Smith's  discoveries,  it  is  in  the  so-called  Fre- 
mont-Gib bs-Smith  map  which  exhibits  the  ex- 
tent of  Smith's  exploration  data  and  the  use 
thereof  by  the  subsequent  cartographers.  This 
map,  a  copy  of  which  is  included  in  the  Cali- 
fornia Historical  Society  publication  of  Smith's 
maps  above  referred  to,  was  actually  made  by 
Fremont  in  1845,  14  years  after  the  death  of 
Smith. 

The  discovery  of  this  particular  map  by  Carl 
Wheat  in  the  American  Geographical  Society  of 
New  York  would  have  no  great  importance  but 


for  the  fact  that  a  George  Gibbs  had  written  on 
it  in  pencil  many  notes  about  the  topography  of 
Western  America  in  which  he  gives  credit  to 
Smith  for  much  of  the  material  used  by  Fremont 
and  also  includes  some  corrections  of  the  Fre- 
mont map  relying  on  Smith's  data. 

Gibbs  came  to  the  West  in  1849  with  the 
Fourth  Mounted  Infantry  and  being  interested 
in  the  language,  customs,  and  culture  of  the  In- 
dians became  something  of  an  ethnologist.  He 
was  an  educated  man,  having  traveled  in  Europe 
and  attended  Harvard  College.  While  he  was 
on  the  West  Coast  he  had  one  of  Smith's  maps 
with  him  and  some  of  the  accompanying  notes, 
and  from  these  sources  of  information  he  cor- 
rected with  the  pencil  notations  this  Fremont 
map  and  in  so  doing  gives  credit  to  Smith  for 
the  changes  and  additions.  As  Carl  Wheat 
phrases  it,  "Through  it  (this  Fremont  map  with 
Gibbs'  notes  from  Smith's  map)  as  never  before, 
it  is  possible  to  recreate  the  map  on  which  Jede- 
diah Smith  portrayed  his  discoveries  about  the 
West." 

And  that,  my  friends,  is  a  short  story  of  Jede- 
diah Smith. 

And  so  now,  and  on  this  day,  we  appreciate 
this  great  American  Pathfinder  who  above  all 
Americans  contributed  most  to  the  early  knowl- 
edge and  settlement  of  the  West  and  of  Cali- 
fornia, and  in  token  of  our  appreciation  we  do 
homage  to  his  memory  and  dedicate  a  school 
building  in  his  honor. 

A  great  man,  a  great  American.

"Television,  motion  pictures,  and  other  new 
audio-visual  devices  will  never  eliminate  the 
need  for  that  fundamental  ingredient  of  learning 
— the  live  teacher." 

These  are  the  words  and  conviction  of  Dr. 
Edwin  A.  Lee  after  50  years  in  the  teaching 
profession,  17  of  them  as  dean  of  the  School  of 
Education  at  the  University  of  California,  Los 
Angeles. 

During  American  Education  Week,  observed 
last  week,  interest  was  focused  on  the  impressive 
statistic  that  125,000  new  teachers  a  year  will  be 
needed  in  the  next  decade  to  staff  our  schools 
adequately.  But  the  UCLA  dean  rejects  the  idea 
that  large  numbers  of  pupils  could  be  educated 
via  the  television  screen  by  a  "master"  teacher. 

"Mass  communication  media,"  he  believes, 
"must  be  recognized  for  what  they  are  —  me- 
chanical means  for  the  one-way  transmission 
of  information  or  entertainment. 

"A  student  cannot  argue  a  point  or  discuss 
a  problem  with  a  television  set  or  a  radio,  or 
ask  questions  of  either.  In  the  end  there  must 
always  be  a  gifted  teacher  present  if  true 
mental  growth  is  to  take  place." 

Dean  Lee  feels  that  the  prestige  of  teaching 
has  risen  greatly  since  he  entered  the  profes- 
sion a  half  century  ago.  He  also  thinks  salaries 
have  improved  considerably,  especially  in  the 
large  cities. 

".But  we'll  never  have  enough  great  teachers," 
he  warns,  "until  society  recognizes  that  quality 
education  cannot  be  purchased  at  bargain 
prices." 


Health  Service  Board  Report 

The  Health  Service  Board  at  its  meeting  of 
October  25,  1956,  went  on  record  as  being  op- 
posed to  a  proposed  charter  amendment  regard- 
ing changes  in  the  Health  Service  System  un- 
less it  calls  for  at  least  50%  financial  participa- 
tion by  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco, 
and  further,  that  the  Board  will  do  everything 
within  its  power  to  secure  full  financial  partici- 
pation from  the  City  and  County. 

The  Health  Service  Board  has  constituted  it- 
self as  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  to  study  any 
proposed  charter  amendments  affecting  the 
Health  Service  System.  In  conformity  with  prior 
action,  the  Board  is  going  ahead  with  the  draft- 
ing of  legislation  to  amend  Charter  Section 
172.1  to  permit  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  to  contribute  towards  the  operation 
of  the  Health  Service  System. 

In  the  event  a  charter  amendment  is  sub- 
mitted to  the  electorate,  the  Health  Service 
Board  will  cooperate  in  every  way  with  all  inter- 
ested groups  for  the  passage  of  such  an  amend- 
ment, provided  financial  participation  by  the 
City  and  County  is  included.

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Schools  Awarded  Safety  Certificates 

Abraham  Lincoln  High  School  and  Mission 
High  School  were  recently  awarded  a  certificate 
qualifying  them  in  the  National  School  Safety 
Honor  Roll.  This  honor  roll  is  the  National 
Safety  Council's  way  of  saying  "Well  Done." 
When  the  Honor  Roll  was  established  in  1945 
it  included  only  30  schools.  Today  there  are 
2,488.  Each  of  these  schools  has  put  forth  ex- 
ceptional effort  in  making  their  school  faculty, 
students,  and  people  in  the  communities  provide 
a  safer  place  to  live.

They  are  graded  on  participation  in 
Standard  Student  Accident  Reporting,  monthly 
safety  lessons  and  posters  used,  safety  inspections, 
meetings  of  a  student  safety  organization,  and 
cooperation  in  community  safety  activities.

Birthdate   Data   Requested 
By  Attendance   Bureau 

Shortly  after  the  beginning  of  each  school 
term  principals  are  reqviested  to  send  birthdate 
data  to  the  Attendance  Bureau.  Several  prin- 
cipals have  requested  that  the  notice  be  placed 
in  the  bulletin  prior  to  the  close  of  the  term 
in  order  that  the  process  may  be  facilitated  at 
the  opening  of  school.  This  notice,  then,  applies 
to  registration  for  February,  1957. 

Registration  of  minor  blanks  should  contain 
the  following  information,  if  available:  the  num- 
ber of  the  birth  certificate;  the  place  and  date 
of  birth  as  stated  thereon,  and  a  signed  state- 
ment that  the  teacher  has  seen  the  birth  cer- 
tificate. If  a  birth  certificate  is  not  available,  a 
baptismal  certificate,  passport,  affidavit  of  par- 
ent or  guardian,  or  an  official  notification  or 
certification  of  the  birth  registration  from  the 
Department  of  Public  Health  may  be  used.  The 
method  of  verification  should  be  indicated.  If 
such  verification  is  not  readily  available,  how- 
ever, registration  of  minor  blanks  are  not  to  be 
delayed,  but  are  to  be  sent  in  immediately. 

It  should  be  noted  that  registration  of  minor 
blanks  are  required  for  all  new  pupils  entering 
San  Francisco  Schools  for  the  first  time  and  for 
all  pupils  entering  kindergarten.  In  order  for  a 
child  to  be  entered  in  the  kindergarten,  his 
birthdate  must  be  not  later  than  May  2,  1952

Did  you  know  that  the  milk  for  your  table 
is  produced  by  a  cow  who  listens  to  the  melodic 
tunes  of  Guy  Lombardo,  Arturo  Toscannini, 
and  Elvis  Presley?  Or  that  your  breakfast  eggs 
come  from  chickens  who  live  their  entire  life  in 
a  cage  that  is  just  about  large  enough  for  them 
to  turn  around  in?  These  and  many  more  im- 
portant things  were  learned  by  a  group  of 
thirty-one  students  from  every  senior  high 
school  in  San  Francisco  who  visited  Modesto 
on  November  21  as  part  of  National  Farm-City 
Week. 

The  visit  of  our  students  was  a  pioneering 
event,  since  it  was  the  first  project  sponsored 


by  the  Chambers  of  Commerce  of  San  Francisco 
and  Modesto  in  cooperation  with  the  school 
departments  of  both  cities  to  bring  about  an 
exchange  of  information  between  country  and 
city  areas.  The  previous  day  thirty  Modesto 
students  had  made  the  trip  to  San  Francisco. 

The  San  Francisco  students  who  evaluated 
the  trip  have  been  very  enthusiastic.  They  speak 
of  having  greater  understanding  of  the  contri- 
butions of  a  farm  area  to  a  metropolitan  com- 
munity, of  admiring  a  community  such  as  Mo- 
desto where  all  groups  in  it  are  working  to- 
gether for  the  benefit  of  all.  Pictured  above  are 
some  of  the  group  in  action. 
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Report  of  the  Office  of  Education 


The  Office  of  Education  of  the  United  States 
Department  of  Health,  Education  and  Welfare, 
Washington,  D.C.,  has  just  issued  a  survey  of 
educational  statistics  for  the  nation.  A  brief 
outline  of  the  report  follows: 

"Public  school  expenditures  per  pupil  did 
not  increase  as  rapidly  as  average  personal  in- 
come during  the  15-year  span  ending  in  1954, 
the  Office  of  Education  reported  today  in  its 
latest  biennial  survey. 

"The  new  report  furnishes  information  on 
staffs,  pupils,  and  finances  in  public  schools  of 
3,568  cities  with  2,500  or  more  population.  The 
statistics  are  for  1953-54. 

"Among  the  other  trends  noted  in  the  survey 
are  improved  attendance  rates,  an  increase  in 
the  percentage  of  men  teachers,  and  a  gradual 
increase  in  average  teacher  salaries. 

"The  publication  points  out  that  average 
personal  income,  after  taxes,  increased  184  per- 
cent from  1939-40  to  1953-54,  while  current 
school  expenditures  per  pupil  increased  only 
159  percent  during  that  period. 

"A  long-term  trend  toward  fewer  absences  is 
shown.  Whereas  less  than  75  percent  of  the 
pupils  enrolled  in  1899-1900  were  in  school  on 
an  average  day,  the  average  daily  attendance 
had  risen  to  almost  88  percent  by  1953-54. 

"Possible  reasons  for  the  better  attendance, 
the  report  suggests,  include  improvement  in 
school  programs  by  making  them  more  varied 
and  interesting,  attention  of  school  personnel 
to  pupils'  individual  needs,  improved  economic 
resources,  student  health,  teacher  preparation, 
guidance  and  counseling,  attitudes  of  parents 
.  toward  education,  and  school  laws  and  their  en- 
forcement. 
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"A  consistent  increase  in  the  proportion  of 
men  teachers  in  city  school  systems  since  World 
War  II  is  reported.  In  1953-54,  about  one- 
fourth  of  the  555,400  public  city  school  teachers 
were  men.  Improved  salaries  and  greater  emph- 
asis on  such  subjects  as  chemistry,  mathematics, 
physics,  vocational  education,  and  physical  edu- 
cation may  partly  account  for  the  greater  ap- 
peal to  men,  the  publication  notes. 

"Average  annual  salary  paid  to  teachers  in 
city  school  systems  in  1953-54  was  $4,190,  a  9 
percent  increase  over  1951-52,  the  study  indi- 
cates. Smaller  cities  had  the  largest  gains,  thus 
narrowing  the  gap  between  average  salaries  in 
small  cities  and  large  cities. 

"School  clerical  help  received  an  average 
annual  salary  of  $1,699  in  1953-54,  according 
to  the  report,  and  there  was,  on  the  average, 
less  than  one  full-time  clerical  employee  per 
school. 

"City  schools  received  63.1  percent  of  their 
funds  from  city  school  taxes.  Financial  backing 
also  came  from  the  States,  which  provided  27.8 
percent  (including  about  1.8  percent  in  Federal 
funds  for  vocational  education) ;  counties,  6.9 
percent,  and  other  sources,  2.2  percent. 

"The  survey  was  conducted  by  Lester  B. 
Herlihy,  Office  of  Education  specialist  in  edu- 
cational statistics,  and  Emery  M.  Foster,  head 
of  the  Office  of  Education  reports  and  analysis 
unit.

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American   Red   Cross 

Report  on   Safety 

Americans  took  a  long  stride  toward  safer 
living  in  1956,  Sydney  G.  Walton,  chairman  of 
the  San  Francisco  Chapter  of  the  American 
Red  Cross,  reported  recently.  He  said  that  the 
number  of  persons  completing  the  Red  Cross 
First  Aid  and  Water  Safety  courses  jumped 
nationally  25  and  27  per  cent  respectively  last 
year  over  the  preceding  12  months. 

People  of  all  ages  finishing  First  Aid  courses 
numbered  767,000  while  1,024,000  completed 
swimming,  lifesaving,  small  craft  and  water 
safety  instructor  courses. 

Prime  purposes  of  First  Aid  and  Water  Safety 
courses  is  prevention  of  accidents  by  knowledge 
of  their  causes,  Walton  explained. 

"One  of  the  responsibilities  of  Red  Cross  is 
to  help  make  people  safety  conscious,"  Walton 
said,  "In  the  field  of  water  safety  instruction 
which  the  Red  Cross  shares  with  a  number  of 
other  national  organizations  the  record  shows 
a  drop  of  annual  drownings  from  7,900  in  1913 
—  the  year  before  Red  Cross  inaugurated  its 
program  —  to  6,500  in  1955  despite  a  popula- 
tion increase  of  40  per  cent  and  greater  empha- 
sis on  water  sports. 

The  annual  Red  Cross  summer  program  as- 
sumed its  present  structure  in  1947,  when  the 
use  of  teen-age  volunteers  made  it  possible  to 
give  free  summer  swim  lessons  to  thousands 
more  children  than  before.  In  1954  the  pro- 
gram, pioneered  here  in  San  Francisco,  served 
as  a  model  for  community  swim  program  adopt- 
ed nationally  by  Red  Cross. 

Approximately  10,000  children  take  the  Red 
Cross  summer  swim  course  in  San  Francisco 
each  year,  Walton  affirmed. 

Last  June  the  San  Francisco  chapter  became 
the  first  in  the  nation  to  start  a  teen-age  swim 
instructor  training  school  which  was  held  at 
Fleishhacker  Pool  and  trained  some  300  as 
swim  instructors  for  the  summer  swim  program. 

Co-sponsors  of  the  Red  Cross  summer  swim 
program  are  the  City  Park  &  Recreation  De- 
partment, public  and  parochial  schools,  and 
United  Crusade  agencies.

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Statement  of  Bert  W.  Levit  to  the  Board  of  Education  Upon  His 
Election  as  President  for  1957  (Tuesday  8  January  1957) 


"I  would  like  to  spend  two  or  three  minutes 
to  make  a  couple  of  suggestions  for  possible  ac- 
complishment this  year.

Bert  W.  Levit,  president 
of  the  Board  of  Education 

"First,  I  would  like  to  see  the  Board  hold 
regular  meetings  —  not  less  often  than  once  a 
month  —  at  which  there  would  be  an  arranged 
program  relating  to  some  specific  educational 
problem  of  the  San  Francisco  schools.  I  inaugu- 
rated this  practice  during  my  previous  term  as 
President  of  the  Board,  and  we  all  found  it 
quite  stimulating  and  helpful.  The  meetings 
helped  to  educate  Board  members  to  some  of 
the  professional  aspects  of  the  educational  pro- 
gram that  otherwise  might  be  overlooked  under 
the  pressure  of  a  full  business  calendar.  Such 
meetings  also  serve  to  put  before  the  people  of 
San  Francisco  through  the  press  and  before 
those  who  attend  our  meetings,  the  informed 
views  of  the  teachers  and  of  the  administra- 
tive ;taff  concerning  some  of  our  most  pressing 
problems. 

"Second,  I  urge  that  we  find  promptly  ways 
and  means  to  make  available  to  the  children  in 
the  elementary  schools  instruction  in  foreign 
languages.  I  should  like  the  Superintendent  and 
staff  to  give  thought  to  this  and  bring  back  a 


recommendation  as  to  the  feasibility  of  the  plan. 
I  recognize,  of  course,  that  languages  are  taught 
in  the  high  schools;  but  it  is  my  belief  that  for 
one  to  speak  and  really  feel  at  home  in  a  lan- 
guage he  must  take  instruction  in  it  as  a  child — 
certainly  at  any  rate  it  is  much  simpler  and 
better  if  one  does  take  the  language  as  a  child. 
When  one  travels  in  Europe  he  is  forcibly  im- 
pressed with  the  fact  that  Americans  surpass 
the  balance  of  the  Western  world  in  their  lin- 
guistic illiteracy.  Most  countries  teach  the  great 
bulk  of  their  students  to  speak,  read,  and  under- 
stand at  least  one  and  generally  more  than  one 
foreign  language  in  their  formative  years.  Amer- 
ica, in  its  assumption  of  world  leadership,  must 
produce  men  and  women  who  can  exercise  that 
leadership  on  an  international  scale.  This  means 
that  we  must  depart  from  insularity  and  learn 
the  languages  in  which  the  world  converses. 
Here  in  San  Francisco  we  should  welcome  the 
opportunity  to  pioneer  in  this  field. 

"Finally,  I  do  hope  that  this  year  we  might 
develop  a  closer  liaison  between  the  wonderful 
people  who  teach  in  our  schools  and  the  Board 
of  Education.  I  would  like  to  see  more  of  the 
teachers  attend  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation more  often  than  has  been  the  case  in  the 
past.  I  should  like  also  to  find  more  adequate 
ways  than  we  have  found  thus  far  for  seeing  to 
it  that  the  rank  and  file  of  our  teachers  are  in- 
formed of  the  actions  and  positions  taken  by  the 
Board,  so  that  they  will  not  have  to  rely  on 
second-hand  or  incomplete  (and  perhaps  even 
inaccurate)  information. 

"I  hope  for  an  opportunity  this  year  to  de- 
velop a  program  along  these  lines."

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U.  C.  Plan  Trains  Teachers 
Faster  at  Less  Cost 

Now  beginning  its  second  year  of  operation 
at  the  University  of  California,  Berkeley,  is  a 
special  training  program  designed  to  provide 
badly  needed  teachers  for  California  schools  at 
a  faster  rate  than  ever  before. 

Inaugurated  last  year  with  a  grant  from  the 
Rosenberg  Foundation  of  San  Francisco,  the 
program  enables  students  who  have  an  A.B. 
degree  to  obtain  secondary  teaching  credentials 
more  quickly  and  for  less  expense.  The  speed-up 
plan  has  already  prepared  20  additional  teach- 
ers for  California  secondary  schools. 

Training  begins  with  ten  weeks  of  summer 
school  at  the  University  followed  by  a  full  year 
of  teaching  on  a  provisional  secondary  creden- 
tial. A  second  10-week  summer  session  at  the 
end  of  the  paid  internship  year  completes  the 
requirements. 

The  U.  C.  program  resembles  a  number  of 
similar  experiments  now  in  effect  in  various 
colleges  and  universities.  It  differs  from  others, 
however,  in  that  only  students  who  intend  to 
teach  in  secondary  schools  will  be  admitted  to 
the  program,  and  that  preference  will  be  given 
to  those  who  wish  to  teach  science,  mathe- 
matics, home  economics,  physical  education  for 
girls,  business,  and  other  subjects  in  which  there 
is  the  greatest  shortage  of  teachers.  The  pro- 
gram is  unique  also  in  its  "upside  down"  ap- 
proach —  practical  teaching  experience  is  fol- 
lowed by  seminars  on  educational  theory.

From  the  Board  President 
To  the  Professional  Staff 

"Last  week,  as  the  result  of  an  invitation  ac- 
cepted in  December,  I  went  to  Hollister  to 
speak  at  the  annual  joint  meeting  of  the  teach- 
ers of  San  Benito  County  and  the  County  School 
Trustees  Association.  It  was  a  wonderful  meet- 
ing (speech  aside),  and  I'd  like  to  tell  you  just 
a  little  about  it. 

"San  Benito  County  covers  a  lot  of  territory; 
but,  due  in  the  main  to  large  ranch  holdings,  its 
population  is  relatively  small.  There  is  only  one 
high  school  for  the  entire  county  located  in 
Hollister  and  appropriately  called  the  San 
Benito  High  School.  It  was  here  that  the  meet- 
ing was  held.  There  are  perhaps  26  elementary 
districts,  most  of  them  with  very  few  pupils  and 
teachers.  The  total  number  of  teachers  in  the 
county  is  not  more  than  135,  and  nearly  100  of 
them  were  at  the  meeting.  They  arranged  the 
program  and  cooked  the  food  —  and  they  are 
good  cooks. 

"There  are  about  80  school  trustees  on  the 
various  boards  of  education  in  the  county,  and 
over  50  showed  up  for  the  meeting.  In  addition, 
I  met  the  county  superintendent  of  schools,  the 
new  Hollister  elementary  superintendent,  the 
superintendent  of  the  high  school  district,  the 
regional  representative  of  CTA,  principals  and 
teachers  and  husbands  and  wives  galore,  and 
even  a  couple  of  old  friends  from  Stanford 
undergraduate  days  who,  like  myself,  have 
fallen  into  bad  habits  and  are  now  school 
trustees. 

"Mrs.  Fay  Clark  of  Hollister,  president  of  the 
County  Teachers  Association,  was  the  guiding 
spirit  and  presiding  officer  of  the  evening.  She 
is  both  efficient  and  personable,  and  she  knows 
how  to  plan  and  run  a  meeting. 

"Mr.  Vic  Edmundson,  president  of  the  Trus- 
tees Association  of  the  county,  introduced  me. 
I  spoke  about  the  desirability  of  fostering  meet- 
ings between  school  board  members  and  the 
teaching  and  administrative  personnel  of  the 
schools,  so  that  each  group  would  learn  to  un- 
derstand and  be  more  tolerant  of  the  views  of 
the  other,  thus  enabling  all  of  us  to  work  to- 
gether for  the  good  of  the  children.  Of  course 
I  put  in  a  plug  for  the  California  School  Boards 
Association,  and  spoke  at  some  length  of  our 
aims  and  program  with  particular  emphasis  on 
problems  of  tenure,  salaries,  and  elementary 
textbooks. 

"From  where  I  sat  it  was  a  fine  meeting,  and 
well  worth  the  long  drive  to  Hollister  and  back. 
I  hope  those  present  enjoyed  it  as  much  as  they 
said  they  did,  and  as  much  as  I  did.

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Rule  on  Professional  Organizations 

In  regard  to  the  solicitation  of  membership 
in  professional  organizations,  Superintendent 
Harold  Spears  calls  attention  to  the  following 
regulation  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Education 
at  its  meeting  September  14,  1937: 

Rule  No.  74c:  Membership  in  Professional 
Organizations: 

1.  Teachers  and  all  other  employees  of  the  Board 
of  Education  shall  have  complete  freedom  in  selecting 
the  professional  organizations  which  they  may  wish  to 
join,  without  coercion  of  any  kind  from  any  adminis- 
trative officer  or  other  school  employee. 

2.  Whatever  courtesies  are  extended  to  any 
teacher  organizaation  in  the  schools  shall  be  fully  and 
unreservedly  extended  to  all  teacher  organizations. 

3.  The  use  of  any  coercion  or  pressure  by  any 
principal  or  other  administrative  officer  or  other 
school  employee  to  influence  any  teacher  to  join  or 
refrain  from  joining  any  organization  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  unprofessional  conduct. 

4.  The  Superintendent  of  Schools  shall  call  at- 
tention to  this  rule  at  the  beginning  of  each  school 
term  by  means  of  a  notice  in  the  Superintendent's 
Bulletin. 


Left  Without  Transfers 

In  order  that  an  immediate  check-up  of  all

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Honors  and  Awards  for  S.  F. 
High  School  Students 

The  quality  of  the  achievement  of  the  high 
school  students  of  San  Francisco  is  revealed  in 
the  list  of  honors  and  awards  won  by  students 
and  recent  graduates  of  San  Francisco  senior 
high  schools  during  the  school  year  1955-56, 
which  has  just  been  issued  by  the  office  of  Dr. 
Edward  H.  Redford,  assistant  superintendent. 
The  list  indicates  that  at  the  close  of  school  last 
June,  131  graduating  seniors  in  the  seven  high 
schools  of  San  Francisco  were  granted  college 
scholarships  with  a  total  cash  value  in  excess  of 
$30,000.  Of  these  scholarships,  91  were  to  col- 
leges in  the  Bay  Area,  24  were  to  other  colleges 
in  the  West,  and  16  were  to  eastern  colleges. 

The  list  of  honors  and  awards  also  shows  that 
students  in  San  Francisco  high  schools  last  year 
received  recognition  in  120  separate  instances 
for  achievement  in  nation-wide  contests,  exam- 
inations, and  other  activities.  Furthermore,  they 
earned  116  places  in  district  and  state  contests 
during  the  school  year.  It  is  significant  that  stu- 
dents from  all  seven  schools  shared  in  these 
honors  and  that  no  single  school  is  responsible 
for  a  disproportionate  number  of  awards. 

The  recent  graduates  of  our  high  schools  also 
achieved  well  in  their  college  work.  Their  names 
appear  on  the  honor  rolls  and  dean's  lists  of 
several  colleges  and  universities,  including  Har- 
vard University  and  Massachusetts  Institute  of 
Technology.  The  success  of  these  graduates  in 
colleges  in  the  Bay  Area  is  recognized  year  after 
year  as  their  names  appear  on  the  President's 
Honor  Roll  of  the  University  of  San  Francisco 
and  as  the  University  of  California  and  Stan- 
ford University  give  special  commendation  to 
our  high  schools  for  the  scholastic  records  of 
their  graduates.

The  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  is 
announcing  the  opening  of  30  new  fellowships 
for  next  September  for  its  special  Teacher  Re- 
cruitment and  Training  Program.

Priority  will  be  given  to  teachers  who  have 
received  scholarships  previously  and  who  have 
not  completed  the  sequence  of  training  origin- 
ally suggested  by  the  Major  Project  Committee. 
This  original  sequence  must  be  completed  be- 
fore September  1957,  in  order  for  teachers  of 
cerebral  palsied  children  to  get  a  clear  cre- 
dential to  teach  the  orthopedically  handicap- 
ped. After  requests  for  summer  scholarships  by 
teachers  who  have  previously  held  the  scholar- 
ship are  met,  consideration  will  be  given  to  ap- 
plicants now  teaching  cerebral  palsied  children 
but  who  have  formerly  not  been  granted  a 
scholarship  by  the  California  Elks  Association. 
Any  teacher  who  has  been  issued  a  clear  cre- 
dential to  teach  exceptional  children  in  the  area 
of  the  orthopedically  handicapped  or  who  has 
completed  requirements  for  a  clear  credential 
will  not  be  considered  eligible  for  a  scholarship.

Annual  Inspection  of 

School  Buildings 

Each  year  during  the  Spring  Semester  an 
examination  of  existing  school  plants  is  made 
by  engineers  representing  the  interested  fire 
insurance  companies,  and  a  detailed  report  of 
any  fire  hazards  that  may  be  noted  is  submitted 
to  the  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

Most  conditions  can  be  remedied  by  better 
"housekeeping"  and  principals  and  janitors  are 
directed  to  examine  their  buildings  carefully  to 
discover  possible  rule  violations  and  to  apply 
remedial  measures  at  once. 

Principals  will  please  instruct  janitors  to 
check  on  the  following  and  make  written  report 
to  the  assistant  superintendent  in  charge  of 
buildings  and  grounds  on  the  result: 

1.  Only  15  amp.  fuses  should  be  used  on  lighting 

circuits. 
Only   20  amp.   fuses  should  be  used  on  plug 

circuits. 
No  "jumpers"  permitted  in  any  fuse  blocks. 
B&G   Requisition  should  be   issued  to  correct 

any  circuit  overload. 

2.  Foot-warmers    and    enclosed    radiators   in    cor- 

ridors to  be  cleaned  thoroughly  at  least 
once  each  month. 

3.  Tight-fitting    covers    must    be    kept   on    drums 

containing  sweeping  compound. 

4.  The  accumulation  of  old  paper,  properties  con- 

structed of  paper,  and  other  similar  mater- 
ials constituting  fire  hazards  is  forbidden  in 
all  parts  of  all  school  buildings. 

5.  The  use  of  plenum  chambers  and  boiler  rooms 

as  storage  spaces  for  lumber,  etc.,  is  forbid- 
den. Children  should  not  be  allowed  to  enter 
these  rooms. 

6.  Ladders,   scenery,   stage   props   and   other  ma- 

materials  are  not  to  be  placed  in  passage- 
ways or  exits. 

7.  Oily  rags  or  waste  and  other  similar  causes  of 

spontaneous  combustion  should  be  placed  in 
tightly  covered  metal  trash  cans. 

8.  Hatch  covers  to  attic  spaces  must  be  kept  in 

place. 

9.  Extension  cords  for  lights  in  at:ic  spaces,  store- 

rooms, etc.,  should  be  replaced  by  wire  in 
conduit  or  their  use  discontinued.  B&G 
requisition  should  be  issued  to  replace  exist- 
ing temporary  wiring  with  permanent  in- 
stallation. 

10.  Auto-call  and  other  fire  alarm  systems  should 

be  kept  in  order  at  all  times  for  instant  use 
by  pupils  or  teachers. 

11.  Inflammable  solvents  as  alcohol,  paint  thinners, 

lacquer  thinners,  must  be  kept  in  a  special 
safety  can.  If  total  storage  of  paints  and 
thinners  exceed  5  gallons,  a  steel  storage 
cabinet  is  required.  These  items  may  be 
secured  on  a  general  requisition.  Under  no 
circumstances  should  glass  containers  be 
used  for  inflammable  liquids. 

12.  B&G  requisitions  should  be  issued  immediately 

to  re-charge  any  discharged  or  low-pressure 
fire  extinguishers. 

Note:  After  the  annual  inspection  by  the  Insurance 
Adjusters,  if  the  principal  issues  requisitions  on  their 
recommendations,  the  requisitions  should  carry  the 
notation  "Recommended  by  Insurance  Adjusters."

We  think,  the  Hungarian 
children  sooner  need  things  than  us,  because 
their  country  is  in  the  worst  distress  upon  the 
world.  We  also  have  children  in  our  class  who 
need  help,  but  that's  nothing  to  the  need  of  the 
Hungarian  children.  I  hope  you  will  not  be 
cross  with  us  not  keeping  your  presents." 

Giannini  students  through  Junior  Red  Cross 
filled  gift  boxes  to  further  international  good 
will.  Peter  in  Berlin,  through  JRC,  had  learned 
sharing  with  others.  The  third  purpose  is  im- 
proving health  and  safety. 

What  can  children  contribute  to  JRC?  Many 
times  in  adulthood  people  are  faced  with  this 
question.  In  order  to  learn  that  a  contribution 
can  take  several  forms  children  can  become 
members  of  JRC  by  giving  of  themselves  in  one 
of  two  ways.  They  can  offer  to  serve  which 
means  giving  time  or  they  can  give  money  they 
have  earned  and  help  finance  their  program. 

What  happens  to  their  funds?  Money  given 
by  children  is  placed  in  a  restricted  fund.  It 
can  be  spent  only  for  (1)  JRC  magazines  for 
schools;  (2)  materials  for  activities  done  bv 
children  in  schools;  (3)  leadership  training  of 
students  selected  by  schools;  (4)  contributions 
to  the  National's  Children's  Fund  for  emer- 
gency aid  to  children.

U.  C.  President  Keynotes 
Education  Conference 

Robert  Gordon  Sproul,  president  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  California,  will  deliver  the  keynote 
address  at  a  conference  for  350  governors,  legis- 
lators, educators,  college  presidents,  trustees  and 
regents  from  the  thirteen  western  states  and 
territories  who  will  meet  in  San  Francisco  April 
9-11  to  explore  problems  on  education  beyond 
the  high  school. 

The  conference  is  expected  to  be  the  most 
ambitious  ever  held  in  the  Western  United 
States  on  post-high  school  education. 

In  his  keynote  talk  President  Sproul  will  dis- 
cuss "The  Challenge  of  Education  Beyond  the 
High  School." 

The  conference  is  presented  by  the  Western 
Interstate  Commission  for  Higher  Education 
in  cooperation  with  the  President's  Committee 
on  Education  Beyond  the  High  School.  Presi- 
dent Eisenhower  appointed  the  committee  last 
year  with  instructions  to  lay  before  the  Ameri- 
can people  the  problems  of  higher  education; 
to  encourage  research,  and  to  develop  solutions 
for  those  problems. 

In  accepting  the  invitation  to  be  keynote 
speaker  Sproul  said,  "The  Western  Regional 
Conference  on  Education  Beyond  the  High 
School  is  the  first  step  in  a  nation-wide  cam- 
paign to  alert  the  citizenry  of  the  Western 
United  States  and  territories  to  the  acute  prob- 
lems which  must  be  faced  within  the  next  dec- 
ade as  the  flood  tide  of  post-high  school  stu- 
dents moves  relentlessly  toward  its  crest. 

"Critical  issues  such  as  teacher  shortages 
and  the  necessity  for  greatly  expanded  facili- 
ties and  funds  for  all  levels  of  educational 
institutions  must  be  explored  through  wide- 
spread public  discussions,  and  fundamental 
solutions  must  be  agreed  upon  in  order  that 
the  educational  future  of  the  young  men  and 
women  of  all  our  Western  states  and  territories 
may  be  insured."

Resolution  Re  Corporal  Punishment 

The  Board  of  Education  at  its  meeting  of 
April  2  adopted  the  following  resolution  re 
corporal  punishment: 

RESOLVED:  That  Section  70  (b)  of  the 
Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion be  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

"In  extreme  cases,  and  after  other  proper 
modes  of  correction  have  failed,  corporal  pun- 
ishment may  be  administered  on  school  boys  by 
principals  or  assistant  principals,  but  not  other- 
wise than  in  the  presence  of  a  witness.  Written 
records  in  all  such  cases  shall  be  kept  by  the 
principals  and  reports  relative  thereto  made 
monthly  to  the  Superintendent.  No  cruel  or  un- 
usual punishments  shall  be  inflicted  upon  pupils. 

"A  teacher  may  not  exercise  corporal  punish- 
ment, but  a  teacher  or  administrator  may  take 
reasonable  measures  to  restrain  pupils  from  be- 
havior which  is  uncontrolled  cr  threatens  injury 
to  persons  or  property."

Article  by  Educator 

Dr.  Gordon  T.  Carlson,  head  counselor, 
Galileo  High  School,  has  written  an  article  pub- 
lished in  the  April,  1957,  issue  of  The  School 
Executive.  Entitled  "I'll  Be  Suing  You,  Coach," 
it  is  a  review  of  the  kinds  of  lawsuits  filed  for 
injuries  alleged  to  be  at  least  partially  the  fault 
of  physical  education  teachers  or  school  dis- 
tricts, and  suggests  ways  of  holding  the  number 
of  such  suits  to  a  minimum. 


Birthdate  Data  Requested 

Shortly  after  the  beginning  of  each  school 
term,  principals  are  requested  to  send  birthdate 
data  to  the  Attendance  Bureau.  Several  princi- 
pals have  requested  that  the  notice  be  placed 
in  the  bulletin  prior  to  the  close  of  the  term  in 
order  that  the  process  may  be  facilitated  at  the 
opening  of  school.  This  notice,  then,  applies  to 
registration  for  September  1957. 

Registration  of  minor  blanks  should  contain 
the  following  information,  if  available:  the  num- 
ber of  the  birth  certificate;  the  place  and  date  of 
birth  as  stated  thereon,  and  a  signed  statement 
that  the  teacher  has  seen  the  birth  certificate. 
If  a  birth  certificate  is  not  available,  a  baptismal 
certificate,  passport,  affidavit  of  parent  or 
guardian,  or  an  official  notification  or  certifica- 
tion of  the  birth  registration  from  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Health  may  be  used.  The  meth- 
od of  verification  should  be  indicated.  If  such 
verification  is  not  readily  available,  however, 
registration  of  minor  blanks  are  not  to  be  de- 
layed, but  are  to  be  sent  in  immediately. 

It  should  be  noted  that  registration  of  minor 
blanks  are  required  for  all  new  pupils  entering 
San  Francisco  Schools  for  the  first  time  and 
for  all  pupils  entering  kindergarten.  In  order 
for  a  child  to  be  entered  in  the  kindergarten, 
his  birthdate  must  be  not  later  than  December 
2,  1952  (4  years  and  9  months.)  All  entrants 
into  the  first  grade  must  be  born  not  later  than 
December  2,  1951  (5  years  and  9  months).

The  1957  San  Francisco  School  Safety  Patrol 
Parade  and  Review  will  be  held  Tuesday,  May 
28,  at  1:00  p.m.  in  Kezar  Stadium,  with  more 
than  4,500  boys  and  girls  expected  to  partici- 
pate. 

In  making  this  announcement,  Superintend- 
ent of  Schools  Harold  Spears,  focused  attention 
on  the  remarkable  safety  record  the  School 
Safety  Patrol  has  achieved.

Minimum  Days  for  School 
Year— 1957-1958 

In  accordance  with  past  practice,  minimum 
days  will  be  followed  in  the  Elementary,  Junior 
High,  and  Senior  High  Schools  the  last  two 
days  of  each  term  this  coming  school  year. 
These  dates  will  be  January  29  and  30,  1958, 
for  the  first  term  and  June  12  and  13,  1958,  for 
the  second  term.
